Legislative  action  that  affects  the  very  basis  of  our  representative  form  of 
government  are  some  of  the  most  consequential,  though  they  rarely  get  much  media 
attention.  Since  you  previously  expressed  to  me  your  support  of  a  Convention  of  States,  I 
thought  you  would  be  interested  in  supporting  HRxxx  and  SRxxx,  legislation  which  seeks  to 
repeal  Florida's  Constitution  Revision  Commission  through  a  ballot  Constitutional  Amendment 
in  2020. 

The  Constitution  Revision  Commission  (CRC)  is  a  37-member  body  appointed  by  the  Governor, 
Senate  President  and  Speaker  of  the  House  every  20  years  that  proposes  revisions  to  the 
Florida  Constitution.  The  CRC  inappropriately  behaves  like  a  constitutionally  prescribed 
legislature,  developing  language  and  creating  changes  normally  within  the  purview  of  elected 
representatives  of  the  people.  The  normal  functions  of  governance  are  being  by-passed  and 
statutory  language  is  being  proposed  under  the  guise  of  revisions  to  the  Florida  Constitution. 
The  duly  elected  representatives  of  the  people  are  losing  their  ability  to  effectively  govern  in 
the  face  of  immediate  needs,  as  resource  allocation  and  directives  are  being  mandated  in  the 
state's  constitution  rather  than  legislated  by  statute.  The  conduct  of  the  CRC  is  having  a 
significant  impact  on  the  rights  of  citizens  to  govern  themselves  because  the  protections  they 
have  through  a  representative  form  of  government,  guaranteed  to  them  in  the  U.S. 
Constitution  (Art.  4,  Sec.  4,  U.S.  Const.),  are  being  violated  by  the  CRC. 

I  will  do  everything  in  my  power  to  see  HRxxx  and  SBxxx  passed  so  that  the  question  of 
amending  the  Florida  Constitution  to  remove  the  CRC  can  be  placed  on  the  ballot  in 
November  2020.

I  am  responding  on  behalf 
of  the  395  concerned  members  of  the  very  active  Winter  Haven  912 
Group,  the  vast  majority  of  which  are  registered  Republicans  and  all  of

which  are  conservatives. 

Our  members  worked  hard  to  help  elect  Gov.  DeSantis,  held  a  rally  for 
him  at  our  facility,  support  and  trust  him  and  think  he  is  doing  an 
excellent  job  overall  so  far.  We  also  worked  hard  to  elect  the  current 
Republicans  in  the  Polk  County  Congressional  Delegation  and  the  man 
we  consider  the  God  sent  savior  of  our  Constitutional  Republic, 
President  Donald  J.  Trump  whom  we  must  re-elect  in  2020. 

However,  we  are  disappointed  with  the  RPOF  and  many  Republican 
members  of  the  FL  Legislature.  Why  -  because  the  Legislature  under  the 
leadership  of  Sen.  Galvano  and  Rep.  Oliva  have  supported  gun  control 
in  a  knee  jerk,  politically  motivated  reaction  to  a  failure  of  law 
enforcement  at  both  the  Broward  County  Sheriff  Dept,  the  FBI  in 
Broward  County,  the  BC  School  Superintendent  and  School  Board  and 
the  Administration  of  MSD  High  School.  As  a  result,  you  hastily 
cobbled  together  and  passed  the  Marjory  Stoneman  Douglas  Public 
Safety  Act  (SB  7026). 

This  law  penalizes  law  abiding  FL  gun  owners  with  the  age  restrictions 
for  gun  ownership  in  violation  of  the  2A  and  codified  a  dangerous  Risk 
Protection  Order/Red  Flag  Law  which  our  analysis  predicts  will  have 
many  consequences  whether  intended  or  not. 

The  RPOF  supported  Republican  Legislators  who  voted  in  favor  of  this 
bad  law.  As  a  result,  Florida  became  the  only  Red  State  in  the  country 
(along  with  15  blue  states)  to  impose  an  unconstitutional  Red  Flag  Law. 
For  reasons  that  follow  below,  we  request  you  co-sponsor  and  support 
Rep  Mike  Hill's  HB  6003  including  a  companion  Senate  Bill  which 
would  rescind  the  bad  parts  of  this  law. 

Note  that  we  are  strongly  in  favor  of  Sheriff  Judd's  Sentinel  Program  in 
SB  7026  strengthened  by  recently  passed  SB  7030  which  allows  trained 
school  officials  to  carry  firearms  and  augment  the  LE  or  Security 
Officer  on  campuses.  These  programs  are  the  best  defense  against  any 
future  school  shootings  not  the  RPO  or  the  age  restriction  on  purchase 
of  firearms.  In  the  interest  of  our  students,  we  urge  you  exercise  your 
influence  over  the  Polk  County  School  Board  and  Superintendent  to 
allow  SB  7030  provisions  to  take  place-  the  best  defense  against  bad 
people  with  guns  are  good  people  on  the  spot  with  guns  who  know  how 
to  use  them. 

Unfortunately,  it  appears  the  House  and  Senate  leadership  are  preparing 
to  compromise  even  more  with  the  left  on  gun  control  for  political 
exigency  purposes  (see  local  news  articles  at  first  3  attachments).  Our 
position  is  no  more  gun  control.  It  will  not  reduce  mass  shootings  by 
psychopathic,  sociopathic  or  radical  islamic  criminals  but  rather  already 
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have  and  will  increase  the  control  over  law  abiding  citizens  of  Florida. 
(See  4th  attachment). 

With  the  draconian  Risk  Protection  Order  codified  in  SB  7026,  you,  our 
supposedly  conservative  Republican  majority  government,  have  taken 
away  our  Due  Process  Rights  under  the  5th  and  14th  Amendments  as 
well  as  the  FI  Constitution  Sec  1 ,  Art  9  and  infringed  upon  our  2nd 
Amendment  rights  including  FL  Constitution  Sec  1,  Art  8.  You  have 
also  placed  in  danger  our  1st  and  4th  Amendment  rights  and  FL 
Constitution  Sec  1  Art  12  rights.  The  RPO  allows  ex  parte  seizure  of 
firearms,  ammo,  permits,  etc.  before  a  hearing  for  the  respondent  which 
allows  the  possibility  of  being  triggered  by  false  accusations  and 
possible  less  than  thoroughly  investigated  information.  The  RFO 
reverses  the  legal  precedent  of  being  innocent  until  proven  guilty  since 
the  respondent  must  prove  they  are  not  a  threat  rather  the  the  court 
proving  they  are  in  the  "after  the  fact"  (after  seizure)  at  the  final  RPO 
hearing. 

The  fact  that  an  accuser  found  to  have  rendered  a  false  statement  can 
only  be  charged  with  a  misdemeanor  whereas  a  respondent  found  to 
possess  any  firearm  or  related  item  after  the  RFO  (including  one  firearm 
bullet)  can  be  charged  with  a  3rd  Degree  Felony  is  also  absurd  and 
unbalances  the  scales  of  justice. 

Judges  should  not  make  decisions  to  seize  property  and  put  law  abiding 
gun  owning  citizens  through  the  embarrassment,  personal  cost  to  hire  an 
attorney,  loss  of  the  means  to  defend  themselves  and  their  families  and 
bureaucratic  nightmare  of  being  placed  on  criminal  data  bases  all  based 
on  what  might  happen  in  the  future?  If  they  do,  then  the  premonition 
should  be  supported  with  beyond  reasonable  doubt  evidence.  Otherwise, 
the  2A  is  being  turned  from  a  right  to  being  a  privilege. 

The  RFO  process  is  vaguely  written  and  uses  an  ill  defined  legal 
standard  of  Clear  and  Convincing  Evidence  rather  than  Beyond 
Reasonable  Doubt.  Further  the  court  is  represented  by 
prosecution/attorney(s)  representing  Law  Enforcement  petitioners 
whereas  the  respondent  is  not  entitled  to  Public  Defense.  If  they  want 
(and  probably  should)  legal  representation,  the  respondent  must  hire  an 
attorney  without  reimbursement  compensation  should  their  case  be 
vacated. 

The  vague  language  of  the  RPO  is  open  to  varying  interpretations  by 
different  legal  jurisdictions,  Judges,  LE.  It  weakens  immunity  from 
trial/prosecution  rights  under  current  FL  Self  Defense  Law  including 
Stand  Your  Ground.  It  has  also  been  reported  to  us  by  reliable  sources 
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involved  in  the  RFO  process  that  where  large  numbers  of  RFOs  are 
being  issued  &  the  load  is  too  great  for  assigned  judges  to  review 
petitions  and  hold  hearings  the  assignment  can  go  to  duty  judges  with 
little  knowledge  of  the  procedures;  that  contract  lawyers  are  being  hired 
to  represent  LE  petitioners  with  an  incentive  for  pay  based  on  cases 
leading  to  issuing  of  Final  RPOs  and  that  at  least  one  Judge  assigned  to 
RPO  cases  was  replaced  by  that  Jurisdictions  Chief  Judge  because  of 
complaints  by  LE  petitioners  that  he  was  turning  down  too  many 
petitions  he  judged  to  not  be  clear  and  convincing.  This  all  stacks  the 
deck  against  the  respondent. 

Then  there  is  the  lack  of  specifics  in  the  RPO  process  as  to  the 
conditions  of  how  the  seized  property  of  the  respondent  is  to  be  handled, 
stored,  maintained  and  returned  nor  are  there  stipulations  within  what 
timeframe  to  return  property  should  the  ex  parte  RPO  or  final  RPO  be  or 
overturned  or  vacated.  The  timeframe  of  the  option  whereby  a 
respondent  can  transfer  property  to  be  held  by  a  3rd  party  is  also  not 
described  and  there  are  questions  about  the  strict  conditions  (such  as 
passing  a  background  check-can  a  CCW  permit  holder  be  the  person  to 
whom  property  transferred;  sworn  statement  that  they  will  not  allow 
respondent  access  during  RPO  etc)  It  appears  this  transfer  won't  happen 
before  the  seizure  but  afterwards/post  seizure  but  this  isn't  stipulated.  It 
should  be  conducted  before  seizure  so  as  to  preempt  the  need  for  LE  to 
take  possession,  store,  maintain  and  return  property  but  rather  this 
function  take  place  between  respondent  &  3rd  party  after  as  the  petition 
is  served  to  the  respondent  and  LE  conducts  inventory. 

We  leaders  of  the  395  member  Winter  Haven  912  Group  have  sent  our 
concerns  &  solutions  to  one  of  your  assistants  Ms.  Victoria  Grills  twice 
along  with  our  willingness  to  provide  more  information  but  to  date  have 
received  no  response. 

Furthermore,  we  are  concerned  these  violations  of  our  2nd,  5th  and  14th 
Amendment  rights  could  lead  to  other  violations  such  as  our  1st 
Amendment  rights.  We  are  concerned  about  conflict  of  interest  based  on 
Republican  Senate  President  Bill  Galvano's  acceptance  for  his  PAC 
$500,000  from  gun  control  group  Everytown  USA.  It  has  also  been 
reported  (1st  &  2nd  attachments)  that  Galvano  is  coordinating  with 
FDLE  to  identify  hate  groups  and  hate  speech  which  could  be  tied  into 
RPO  procedures.  What  will  be  the  criteria/sources  used  to  determine 
that  a  group  is  a  hate  group? 

There  are  leftist  groups  such  as  the  SPLC  who  have  falsely  classified 
most  conservative  groups  as  hate  groups.  Others  have  now  stated  the 
NRA  is  a  hate  group  and  all  members  of  the  NRA  are  racists.  These 
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types  of  action  run  the  risk  of  turning  certain  agencies  of  the  FL  govt 
into  "speech  police"  which  could  further  jeopardize  our  1st  and  2nd 
Amendment  rights. 

Yes,  Gov.  DeSantis,  who  we  Polk  Countians  helped  elect  is  doing  an 
excellent  job.  However,  our  analysis  of  what  has  happened  with  the 
Republican  supported  Risk  Protection  Order/Red  Flag  law,  the  age 
restriction  and  other  gun  control  being  considered  gives  us  great  doubts 
about  the  will  of  the  RPOF  and  Republicans  in  our  fL  Legislature  to 
protect  our  1st  (freedom  of  speech),  2nd  (right  to  keep  and  bear  arms), 
4th  (protection  against  unreasonable  seizure),  5th  and  14th  (Due  Process 
&  presumption  of  innocence  until  proven  guilty)  amendment  rights. 

We  offer  you  four  additional  attachments  (among  many  more  on  subject 
of  Red  Flag  Laws  that  we  have  on  file)  regarding  the  ineffectiveness  and 
dangers  of  Red  Flag  Laws.  Please  pay  particular  attention  to  the  last  on 
(a  work  in  progress)  analyzing  the  22  pages  within  SB  7026  on  the  RPO 
process. 

For  the  reasons  discussed  above,  you  the  Constitutions  of  the  United 
States  and  of  Florida  as  well  as  the  law  abiding  gun  owners  of  Florida 
would  be  well  served  by  your  co-sponsoring  and  helping  pass  HB  6003 
and  a  companion  Senate  bill.

As  a  Duval  County  voter,  I  contest  the  legitimacy  of  HR  1079  filling  for  the  following 
reasons: 


•  The  Local  Bill  Certification  Form  section  1.  The  members  of  the  delegation  must 
certify  that  the  purpose  of  the  bill  cannot  be  accomplished  at  the  local  level. 

The  answer  to  this  certification  is  marked  YES,  but  should  be  marked  NO.  In 
fact,  the  Duval  County  City  Council  under  the  City  Charter  has  full  local 
authority  to  place  a  referendum  on  a  voter  ballot  that  might  change  the  City 
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Charter.  In  fact,  the  City  Council  has  chosen  NOT  to  act  on  a  Charter  change 
regarding  the  election  of  a  Superintendent  of  School  based  on  past 
considerations  through  the  Duval  County  Charter  Revision  Commission  and 
based  on  Duval  County  School  Board  adverse  history  with  elected 
Superintendents  of  Schools. 

•  The  Jacksonville  City  Council  meeting  on  October  22,  2019  had  an  even  split-vote 

on  a  resolution  (2019-0595)  to  oppose  local  Bill  J-l  (HR  1079).  One  Council 
Member  was  absent  prior  to  the  late  evening  vote;  however,  she  presented  her 
opposition  to  the  bill  during  the  November  1,  2019  public  comments  to  the 
Duval  Legislative  Delegation. 

•  The  Duval  Legislative  Delegation  meeting  on  November  1,  2019  was  held  for  only 

public  comment  and  vote  on  Bill  J-l  (HR  1079).  Observation  of  the  video  of 
record  shows  the  overwhelming  number  of  speakers  (30  or  more)  opposed  this 
bill,  with  only  a  few  (2  or  3)  speaking  in  favor  of  it.  This  does  not  include  the 
number  of  people  in  the  audience  who  entered  opposition  on  meeting  record 
cards  or  signed  letters  of  opposition  (over  40)  submitted  for  inclusion  in  the 
delegates'  meeting  notebooks. 

•  The  Duval  County  School  Board  has  relevant  studies  showing  the  effective 

performance  of  appointed  School  Superintendents  resulting  in  advancement  of 
student  achievement. 

•  Representative,  Jason  Fischer,  sponsor  of  Bill  J-l,  has  never  provided  public 

documentation  for  needing  a  change  from  School  Superintendent  being 
appointed  to  being  elected. 

•  Duval  Senators  Aaron  Bean  and  Audrey  Gibson  were  split  on  a  vote  to  support  Bill 

J-l.  It  is  doubtful  that  HR  1079  as  proposed  will  be  supported  by  both  local 
senators  and,  therefore,  could  be  defeated. 

•  It  would  be  a  waste  of  valuable  time  to  move  the  locally  unpopular  HR  1079 

through  the  House  of  Representatives  without  having  Senate  support. 

•  The  proposed  language  for  a  local  referendum  is  insufficient  for  an  uninformed 

voting  constituency  without  historical  context  and  comparison  of  the 
complexities  of  the  vetting  vs.  election  processes.  There  is  a  significant  cost  to 
creating  educational  materials/media  for  voter  awareness,  understanding  and 
decision-making.

As  we  prepare  for  the  2020  legislative  session,  there  are  many  important  policy  issues  to  be 
considered.  Legislative  action  that  affects  the  very  basis  of  our  representative  form  of 
government  are  some  of  the  most  consequential,  though  they  rarely  get  much  media 
attention.  Since  you  previously  expressed  to  me  your  support  of  a  Convention  of  States,  I 
thought  you  would  be  interested  in  supporting  HRxxx  and  SRxxx,  legislation  which  seeks  to 
repeal  Florida's  Constitution  Revision  Commission  through  a  ballot  Constitutional  Amendment 
in  2020. 

The  Constitution  Revision  Commission  (CRC)  is  a  37-member  body  appointed  by  the  Governor, 
Senate  President  and  Speaker  of  the  House  every  20  years  that  proposes  revisions  to  the 
Florida  Constitution.  The  CRC  inappropriately  behaves  like  a  constitutionally  prescribed 
legislature,  developing  language  and  creating  changes  normally  within  the  purview  of  elected 
representatives  of  the  people.  The  normal  functions  of  governance  are  being  by-passed  and 
statutory  language  is  being  proposed  under  the  guise  of  revisions  to  the  Florida  Constitution. 
The  duly  elected  representatives  of  the  people  are  losing  their  ability  to  effectively  govern  in 
the  face  of  immediate  needs,  as  resource  allocation  and  directives  are  being  mandated  in  the 
state's  constitution  rather  than  legislated  by  statute.  The  conduct  of  the  CRC  is  having  a 
significant  impact  on  the  rights  of  citizens  to  govern  themselves  because  the  protections  they 
have  through  a  representative  form  of  government,  guaranteed  to  them  in  the  U.S. 
Constitution  (Art.  4,  Sec.  4,  U.S.  Const.),  are  being  violated  by  the  CRC. 

I  will  do  everything  in  my  power  to  see  HRxxx  and  SBxxx  passed  so  that  the  question  of 
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amending  the  Florida  Constitution  to  remove  the  CRC  can  be  placed  on  the  ballot  in 
November  2020.  If  we  are  successful  in  placing  it  on  the  ballot,  much  education  will  be 
necessary  by  citizens  like  you  to  get  60%  of  the  electorate  to  vote  in  favor.

Dear  Ms.  Woodby, 

We  corresponded  back  a  few  months  ago  regarding  my  concerns  about  educational  issues  and 
desire  to  speak  to  Representative  Byrd  about  my  experience  in  this  career  field  since  2007. 

I  am  very  pleased  that  Representative  Byrd  was  so  accommodating  to  my  request  to  meet.  I 
had  the  pleasure  of  speaking  with  him.  Below  are  some  considerations  I  hope  that  his  aides 
might  encourage  him  to  review. 

Given  the  debate  about  an  elected  vs.  appointed  superintendent  for  a  large  urban  county,  I  urge 
him  to  weigh  the  facts  related  to  the  drawbacks  of  an  elected  superintendent. 

-It  narrows  the  search  to  Jacksonville  residents 

-Learning  is  a  science.  Decisions  about  research-based  learning  practices  need  to  be  made  by 
those  whose  expertise  is  the  science  of  learning.  Some  sort  of  experience  working  in  schools, 
if  not  a  Master’s  or  Doctorate  degree,  is  imperative  to  understand  the  vast  body  of  educational 
research  that  has  demonstrated  what  works  and  what  doesn’t  work  in  schools. 

-An  elected  superintendent  would  have  eliminated  7  of  the  last  9  superintendents. 

-Schools  across  a  very  diverse  city  can  not  be  run  like  a  business.  There  is  a  misconception 
that  wasteful  spending  occurs.  The  reality  is  that  our  operating  costs  are  well  executed  to  best 
serve  children,  pay  employees,  and  keep  buildings  running.  For  a  possible  superintendent  to  be 
chosen  who  has  worked  in  a  company  such  as  CSX  or  some  other  business  optimizing 
production  to  improve  profits,  will  not  see  the  value  in  compensating  teachers.  They  will  not 
see  the  value  and  complexity  of  the  enormous  amount  of  resources  needed  to  help  educate  the 
whole  child.  We  are  given  broken  children  from  high  poverty  communities  that  I  have  seen 
first  hand.  No  spreadsheet  will  show  exactly  what  it  takes  to  successfully  lead  principals  & 
teachers  to  inspire  the  young. 

As  we  spoke  about  in  person,  Florida  teacher  wages  are  not  enabling  many  professionals  to 
chose  it  as  a  viable  career.  An  elected  candidate  will  be  more  focused  on  satisfying  promises 
to  campaign  donors  and  their  interests,  such  as  profiting  off  of  charter  school  transactions. 
Most  individuals  who  would  be  a  good  fit  for  superintendent  due  to  education,  experience  in 
running  school  districts,  pragmatic  decisions,  and  a  proven  track  record,  will  not  have  the 
financial  means  to  run  for  office.  They  can’t  fight  the  political  backing  of  charter  school 
interests  such  as  the  Civic  Council. 

What’s  unfortunate  is  the  very  wealthy  and  middle  class  citizens  will  be  raising  funds  to 
promote  the  candidate  they  think  is  best  qualified  to  do  the  job.  All  of  this  wasted  money  in 
ads,  political  activity,  and  more,  could  instead  be  channeled  into  revenue  streams  that  impact 
students. 

Any  individual  who  seeks  the  superintendent  position  could  have  applied  for  the  job  after  Dr. 
Vitti  left.  The  intensive  process  saw  a  ton  of  great  candidates  in  the  running.  I  recall  there  was 
a  former  school  leader  or  superintendent  from  Southern  Georgia  who  made  it  to  the  top  3.  This 
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man  would  have  done  a  great  job.  Just  a  reminder,  he  would  not  have  been  able  to  apply  for 
the  job  if  it  was  elected. 

Ultimately  the  nationwide  search  had  led  to  transformation  leaders  that  have  boldly  set  the 
course  to  improve  student  outcomes  and  improve  the  work  culture  for  teachers.  Of  course 
there  is  still  work  to  be  done  to  improve.  We  can’t  fix  poverty  alone  and  that  is  what  we  are 
facing  in  many  Jax  communities. 

Against  I  want  to  express  gratitude  Thank  you  for  Mr.  Byrd’s  kindness  to  meet  with  me,  a 
teacher  and  a  constituent  last  month.  Thanks  for  the  open-mindedness  to  listen  to  my 
experiences  when  we  met.  I  know  that  together  great  Americans  can  do  what’s  best  for  cities 
and  citizens.  Great  Representatives  seek  to  reflect  on  issues  from  all  perspectives  rather  than 
just  having  tunnel  vision  based  on  what  other  Republicans  or  Democrats  believe. 

Please  vote  against  putting  an  elected  superintendent  on  the  ballot.

If  the  amendment  alters  the  economic  impact 
of  the  local  bill,  a  revised  Economic  Impact  Statement  must  be  prepared  and  filed  timely.

“SunPass  investigation  faults  FDOT.  contractors’’  via  Noah  Pransky  of 
Florida  Politics  —  An  extensive  investigation  into  the  state’s  massive 
SunPass  debacle  found  much  of  Florida’s  technological  and  customer 
service  nightmare  was  the  result  of  corner-cutting  by  contractor  Conduent 
and  loose  oversight  by  the  Florida  Department  of  Transportation  and  its 
engineering  contractors.

Justine  Griffin  of  the  Tampa  Bay  Times  —  Since  Nov.  1,  when  the  period 
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began,  463,066  Floridians  have  signed  up  for  health  insurance  next  year 
under  the  act,  commonly  known  as  Obamacare,  according  to  the  Center  for 
Medicare  and  Medicaid  Services.  The  agency  tracks  enrollment  in  the  39 
states  that  use  the  federal  exchange.

“If  your  16-vear-old  is  molested,  no  sex  crime  applies”  via  John  Pacenti 
of  the  Palm  Beach  Post  —  Under  state  law,  anyone  over  the  age  of  16  who 
is  molested  but  not  penetrated  can  at  best  hope  their  assailant  spends  a  year 
behind  bars  —  a  first-degree  misdemeanor.  For  victims,  that  means  the 
potential  punishment  is  far  less  than  a  sex  crime  and  the  statute  of 
limitations  is  far  shorter.

“Florida  Supreme  Court  punts  on  .Toe  Redner’s  home-grow  cannabis 

case,  ending  the  strip  club  owner’s  fight”  via  Jane  lie  Irwin  Taylor  of 
Florida  Politics  —  The  appeal  was  filed  as  a  discretionary  jurisdiction  case, 
meaning  the  court  was  not  obligated  to  take  up  Redner’s  case.

Redner  claims 
his  doctor  prescribed  a  juicing  treatment  using  cannabis  leaves  to  treat  his 
Stage  4  lung  cancer  and  prevent  a  possible  relapse. 
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“Self-driving  car  capital?  One  Senator  thinks  it  can  be  Florida’’  via  Rob 
Wile  of  the  Miami  Herald  —  Jeff  Brandes  has  drawn  headlines  in  the  tech 
community  for  filing  legislation  allowing  virtually  any  automated  vehicle  on 
Florida’s  roads;  this  summer,  he  helped  make  Florida  one  of  the  first  states 
to  make  A  Vs  without  a  human  backup  safety  driver  street  legal.  Among  the 
state’s  advantages  Brandes  points  to  that  he  believes  is  ideal  for  AV 
companies:  no  snow,  which  makes  lane  markings  more  visible.

Taddeo  is  speaking  out,  detailing  Russian  hackers’ 
efforts  to  derail  her  2016  congressional  campaign  on  Sunday  night’s  edition 
of  60  Minutes.

“White  House  review  turns  up  emails  showing  extensive  effort  to  justify 

Donald  Trump’s  decision  to  block  Ukraine  military  aid”  via  Josh 
Dawsey,  Carol  Leonnig  and  Tom  Hamburger  of  The  Washington  Post  — 
Early  August  email  exchanges  between  acting  chief  of  staff  Mick 
Mulvaney  and  White  House  budget  officials  seeking  to  provide  an 
explanation  for  withholding  the  funds  after  Trump  had  already  ordered  a 
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hold  in  mid-July  on  the  nearly  $400  million  in  security  assistance,  according 
to  the  three  people  familiar  with  the  matter.  One  person  briefed  on  the 
records'  examination  said  White  House  lawyers  are  expressing  concern  that 
the  review  has  turned  up  some  unflattering  exchanges  and  facts  that  could,  at 
a  minimum,  embarrass  the  President.  It’s  unclear  if  the  Mulvaney 
discussions  or  other  records  pose  any  legal  problems  for  Trump  in  the 
impeachment  inquiry,  but  some  fear  they  could  pose  political  problems  if 
revealed  publicly. 
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Emails  between  Mick  Mulvaney  and  White  House  budget  officials  shed  more  light  on 
Donald  Trump’s  decision  to  delay  Ukrainian  aid. 

“A  Senate  trial  could  put  Trump’s  use  of  aggressive  defense  tactics  to 

their  biggest  test”  via  Maggie  Haberman  of  The  New  York  Times  —  As  he 
likes  to  put  it,  his  own  actions  are  always,  to  one  degree  or  another, 
“perfect.”

“Pam  Bondi  on  impeachment  ‘shanT:  ‘We  have  the  truth  and  our  side’” 

via  Matthew  Boyle  of  Breitbart  News  —  “The  Democrats  have  failed  to 
produce  any  evidence  that  the  president  did  anything  wrong,”  Bondi  said  in 
an  interview.  “They  are  wasting  time,  taking  away,  as  I  said,  from  the  issues 
that  Americans  care  deeply  about  like  USMCA,  securing  our  border, 
infrastructure,  health  care,  tax  cuts,  things  that  affect  every  day  working 
Americans  in  this  country  that  are  being  ignored  by  Adam  Schiff  for  his  dog 
and  pony  show,  this  sham  of  a  proceeding.”  Bondi  said  that  despite  the  lack 
of  evidence  against  Trump,  the  media  and  left  are  continuing  to  push  for 
impeachment. 

“A  split  decision  from  Congress  will  leave  voters  with  final  say  on 

Trump”  via  Peter  Baker  of  The  New  York  Times  —  Everyone  is  playing 
their  assigned  role  in  a  drama  where  the  ending  seems  known  in  advance  as 
the  House  of  Representatives  heads  toward  a  likely  party-line  vote  to 
impeach  the  President,  followed  by  a  Senate  trial  that  will  not  convict  him. 
But  if  the  outcome  of  the  showdown  on  Capitol  Hill  at  the  moment  appears 
foreordained,  the  ultimate  verdict  still  is  not.  Trump  faces  an  election  after 
his  impeachment  battle.  As  a  result,  the  debate  that  will  play  out  on  Capitol 
Hill  in  the  coming  days  will  be  aimed  not  at  swaying  lawmakers  firmly 
embedded  in  their  partisan  corners,  but  at  framing  the  issue  in  ways  that  will 
resonate  with  the  public. 

“Matt  Gaetz.  Andrew  Gillum  get  ugly  over  Trump  impeachment”  via 

James  Call  of  the  Tallahassee  Democrat  —  The  two  began  insulting  each 
other  after  Gillum  tweeted  at  Texas  Republican  Congressman  Will  Hurd. 
Hurd  criticized  Trump  and  is  seen  as  a  potential  vote  for  impeachment. 
Gillum  lauded  him  and  other  "Republicans  of  goodwill,"  saying  “history 
will  record  where  you  stood"  regarding  what  Gillum  called  "a  corrupt,  self- 
serving  President.”  Within  an  hour,  Gaetz  responded  with  his  own  tweet 
that  brought  up  an  ethics  case  that  dogged  Gillum  during  the  gubernatorial 
campaign,  one  that  was  rooted  in  a  corruption  investigation  of  City  Hall 
when  Gillum  was  Mayor.  That's  when  Gillum  countered  with  a  2008  mug 
shot  of  Gaetz  taken  when  an  Okaloosa  County  sheriffs  deputy  suspected 
that  Gaetz  was  driving  under  the  influence.

“Trump’s  Mar-a-Lago  oasis  of  support,  fundraising  as  2020  election. 

impeachment  loom”  via  Christine  Stapleton  of  the  Palm  Beach  Post  —  On 
March  14,  2020,  hundreds  of  well-coiffed  women  and  homeless  dogs  will 
descend  on  Mar-a-Lago  for  a  rescue-pup  fundraiser.  An  unlikely  pair  of 
animal  lovers  will  chair  the  charity  event:  Lara  Trump  and  Georgina 
Bloomberg,  daughter  of  Michael  Bloomberg.  The  peculiar  pairing  is  just 
one  of  the  oddities  that  can  be  expected  during  what  has  come  to  be  known 
in  Palm  Beach  as  “Trump  Season.”  The  2019-2020  season  begins  when 
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Trump  is  expected  to  arrive  in  Palm  Beach  for  the  family’s  annual 
Thanksgiving  dinner  at  Mar-a-Lago.

“Mike  Pence  works  to  reassure  Kurdish  allies  in  surprise  Iraq  trip”  via 

Zeke  Miller  of  The  Associated  Press  —  Flying  in  a  C-17  military  cargo 
aircraft,  Pence  landed  in  Irbil,  capital  of  Iraq’s  semi-autonomous  Kurdish 
region,  to  meet  with  Iraqi  Kurdistan  President  Nechirvan  Barzani.  The  visit 
was  meant  to  hearten  the  United  States’  regional  partners  in  the  fight  against 
the  Islamic  State  group  after  the  U.S.  pulled  troops  from  northern  Syria, 
leaving  America’s  Kurdish  allies  there  to  face  a  bloody  cross-border  Turkish 
assault  last  month.  Asked  by  reporters  if  the  United  States  was  facing  a 
sense  of  betrayal  from  Iraqi  and  Syrian  Kurdish  allies  over  Trump’s  actions 
in  Syria,  Pence  said  both  groups,  including  Syrian  Kurdish  forces  “who 
fought  alongside  us,”  had  no  doubts  about  the  U.S.  commitment  to  them. 
“It’s  unchanging,”  Pence  said. 

“Darren  Soto  requests  federal  funds  to  help  citrus  growers”  via  The 

Ledger  —  Soto  is  one  of  two  lead  signers  of  a  letter  sent  to  Agriculture 
Secretary  Sonny  Perdue  asking  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  to 
increase  funding  for  orange  juice  purchases  in  Florida  to  $90  million.  That 
would  be  twice  the  initial  allocation  from  this  past  summer,  Soto’s  office 
said.  Rep.  Ted  Yoho  joined  Soto  in  drafting  the  letter.  Rep.  Ross  Spano 
joined  more  than  a  dozen  members  of  Florida’s  House  delegation  in  signing 
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the  letter.  In  the  letter,  Soto  and  Yoho  said  that  Florida  orange  production 
dropped  by  nearly  24  million  boxes  from  2017  to  2018  in  the  aftermath  of 
Hurricane  Irma.  Juice  processors  responded  by  buying  a  large  quantity  of 
Brazilian  oranges.

“You  have  no  idea  who’s  behind  that  petition  they  want  you  to  sign”  via 

Skyler  Swisher  and  Aric  Chokey  of  the  South  Florida  Sun-Sentinel  —  The 
constitutional  amendment  process,  which  allows  citizen  petitions  to  change 
state  law,  conjures  up  images  of  passionate  volunteers  pounding  the 
pavement  to  get  their  neighbors  behind  their  cause.  More  likely,  the  person 
angling  to  get  your  signature  is  a  hired  gun  indifferent  to  the  issue  they  are 
peddling.

“Opposition  group  forms  to  defeat  recreational  cannabis  push  in 

Florida’’  via  Janelle  Irwin  Taylor  of  Florida  Politics  —  Floridians  Against 
Recreational  Marijuana  formed  with  the  backing  of  the  national  group  the 
Coalition  for  Medical  Cannabis.  “Our  coalition  has  come  together  to  defeat 
this  dangerous  ballot  initiative,  which  will  drive  an  increase  in  health  care 
prices,  increase  costs  on  businesses  and  kill  jobs,  and  increase  the  burden  on 
taxpayers  that  will  pay  for  the  costs  associated  with  recreational  marijuana,” 
said  Brian  Swensen,  leader  of  the  statewide  effort  to  defeat  the  ballot 
measure.  FARM  is  a  coalition  of  citizens,  businesses,  anti-drug  advocates, 
patients,  including  veterans  seeking  affordable  health  care  and  medical 
community  professionals.

The  Nov  5  election  left  Burns 
with  46  percent  of  the  vote  and  Siplin  with  39  percent,  so  they  moved  on  to 
a  Dec.  3  runoff  election.

“Scott  Israel  sues  in  federal  court  to  be  reinstated  as  Broward  sheriff’ 

via  Mario  Ariza  of  the  South  Florida  Sun-Sentinel  —  The  lawsuit,  filed  in 
the  Northern  District  of  Florida,  asks  U.S.  District  Court  Judge  William 
Stafford  to  reinstate  Israel  to  his  post,  or  —  barring  that  —  to  set  up  an 
adjudication  process  that  does  not  violate  Israel’s  due  process  rights. 
DeSantis  suspended  Israel  three  days  after  the  Governor  took  office.  Israel 
looked  for  relief  from  his  suspension  in  the  Florida  legislature,  which 
appointed  a  special  master  to  look  into  the  matter.  Israel  also  sought  to  have 
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his  suspension  overturned  via  a  lawsuit  in  the  state  courts,  but  the  Florida 
Supreme  Court  sided  with  DeSantis  on  the  matter. 


“Miami-Dade  uproots  sex  offender  camp  yet  again.  Does  harsh  law 

really  make  public  safer?”  via  Charles  Rabin  of  the  Miami  Herald  —  The 
latest  eviction  order  came  earlier  this  month:  Some  70  paroled  child  sex 
offenders,  now  living  in  a  flimsy  village  of  tents,  cardboard  boxes  and  rusty 
campers  in  an  industrial  zone  just  east  of  Miami  International  Airport,  were 
told  they  had  to  find  a  new  home  —  yet  again.  Miami-Dade  County’s  Health 
Department  posted  signs  giving  them  until  Dec.  5  to  leave,  citing  illegal 
camping  and  unsanitary  conditions.  Because  most  South  Florida  counties 
and  cities  have  laws  designed  to  keep  them  far  from  children,  the  options  for 
moving  are  few  and  far  between  —  especially  when  most  of  them  don’t 
have  the  money  or  means  to  move  into  permanent  housing. 

“Matt  Willhite  asks  Governor  to  investigate  West  Palm  Beach  City 

Hall’’  via  Terri  Parker  of  WPBF  —  Willhite  says  the  allegations  of  sexual 
assault  in  West  Palm  Beach's  City  Hall,  allegations  of  sexual  harassment 
involving  multiple  employees,  a  controversial  multimillion-dollar  no-bid 
deal,  and  a  demand  for  a  hefty  payout  from  a  fired  worker  have  escalated  to 
the  point  where  someone  needs  to  step  in.  "I've  sent  a  letter  to  Gov.  DeSantis 
to  appoint  the  appropriate  agency  to  come  in  and  do  a  full  and  transparent 
investigation  into  the  City  of  West  Palm  Beach,"  said  Willhite.  In  the  two- 
page  letter  to  the  governor,  Willhite  writes:  "More  than  enough  evidence  has 
been  disclosed  documenting  alleged  sexual  behavior  among  the  highest- 
ranking  city  employees  in  the  city  of  West  Palm  Beach." 

“Brevard  County  Sheriff  and  deputy  sued  for  alleged  racial  profiling” 

via  Alessandro  Marazzi  Sassoon  of  FLORIDA  TODAY  —  An  Air  Force 
contractor  is  suing  Brevard  County  Sheriff  Wayne  Ivey  and  former  Brevard 
County  Sheriffs  Office  Deputy  Zachary  Ferreira  in  U.S.  Federal  Court  for 
allegedly  violating  his  civil  and  constitutional  rights  during  a  January  2018 
traffic  stop.  According  to  the  lawsuit,  Lee  Edward  Anderson  was  driving 
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to  work  on  a  January  evening  in  2018  when  he  was  pulled  over  by  Ferreira, 
who  claimed  he  saw  a  plastic  bag  thrown  out  the  window.  He  detained 
Anderson,  while  other  deputies  searched  the  area  and  found  a  bag  allegedly 
containing  crack  cocaine.  Then  they  took  Anderson  to  Jail.  The  State 
Attorney's  Office  later  threw  out  the  arrest  charges  for  lack  of  evidence. 
Video  footage  showed  nothing  being  thrown  from  Anderson's  car  window. 

“Orange  sheriff’s  evidence  tech  resigns  as  probe  finds  she  lied  after 

vehicle  crash.  It’s  not  the  1st  time”  via  Grace  Toohey  of  the  Orlando 
Sentinel  —  An  Orange  County  Sheriff’s  Office  evidence  technician  resigned 
to  avoid  being  fired  last  month  after  an  investigation  found  she  lied  about 
crashing  an  agency  vehicle  —  the  third  time  she  was  accused  of  leaving  the 
scene  of  a  crash  while  working  for  the  agency.  Catherineann  Littleford 
was  recommended  for  termination  after  internal  investigators  found  she 
"provided  false  information  ...  in  an  attempt  to  conceal  a  traffic  crash  with 
an  agency-owned  vehicle”  in  July.  But  internal  investigators  also  found  that 
Littleford  should  have  been  fired  years  ago.  She  had  lied  about  another  crash 
in  an  agency  vehicle  in  2009,  leaving  the  scene  and  then  misrepresenting  the 
circumstances  to  deflect  blame,  according  to  OCSO’s  administrative 
investigation  report. 

“Police  are  limiting  Tasers  as  people  die.  But  Pinellas  sheriff  won’t.”  via 

Kavitha  Surana  of  the  Tampa  Bay  times  —  A  growing  number  of  law 
enforcement  agencies  across  the  country  are  restricting  the  use  of 
electroshock  weapons  such  as  Tasers,  ordering  officers  to  use  them  only  as  a 
last  resort  to  target  immediate  threats  —  like  an  armed  suspect.  These 
weapons  were  seen  as  a  safer  and  less-lethal  option.  But  in  recent  years,  as 
more  people  have  died  in  incidents  involving  these  devices,  there  is  growing 
concern  that  officers  reach  for  them  too  often  and  underestimate  their 
potential  to  harm.  Pinellas  County  Sheriff  Bob  Gualtieri  said  he  thinks 
there  is  no  conclusive  evidence  linking  Tasers  to  the  fatal  outcomes  of  these 
cases  or  any  others.  “The  Taser  does  not  kill  people,”  the  sheriff  said.  “It 
incapacitates  people.” 

“Hot  Yoga  shooting  isn’t  in  the  FBT  annual  hate  crime  count.  Victim’s 

dad  says  that’s  ‘disturbing’”  via  Nada  Hassanein  of  the  Tallahassee 
Democrat  —  Since  the  data  is  tallied  from  law  enforcement  agencies  around 
the  country,  some  experts  say  the  exclusion  could  be  because  Florida  law 
doesn't  classify  crimes  motivated  by  gender  prejudice  as  hate  crimes.  Police 
called  the  shooting  a  premeditated  misogynist  attack:  Former  Tallahassee 
Police  Chief  Michael  DeLeo  described  the  shooter  as  a  “disturbed 
individual  who  harbored  hatred  toward  women.”  The  man  later  killed 
himself.  But  state  statutes  only  acknowledge  prejudice-motivated  crimes 
based  on  “race,  color,  ancestry,  ethnicity,  religion,  sexual  orientation, 
national  origin,  homeless  status,  or  advanced  age”  —  not  sex,  and  not 
gender  identity.  House  and  Senate  bills  were  filed  this  week  proposing  a 
rewrite  of  the  statutory  language  "to  include  prejudice  based  on  gender  or 
gender  identity." 

“County  spent  $182.000  on  beer  koozies.  It  didn’t  know  an  employee 

owned  the  company.”  via  Larry  Barszewski  of  the  South  Florida  Sun- 
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Sentinel  —  A  Broward  tourism  official  bought  $182,000  worth  of  beer 
koozies  to  promote  the  county,  auditors  say.  But  she  ordered  them  from  a 
company  she  owned  —  and  charged  the  county  twice  what  they  cost.  It 
wasn’t  just  koozies.  Auditors  say  Carol  Hudson  used  her  position  as  vice 
president  of  sports  marketing  to  buy  almost  $420,000  in  swag  for  the 
county.  She  used  her  own  Saints  Enterprises  without  telling  officials  of  her 
connection  to  it.  But  that  is  not  allowed  under  county  rules,  said  the  audit. 

“After  New  York  Times  vote,  tourists  boycott  Citrus  County,  emails 

claim”  via  Josh  Fiallo  of  the  Tampa  Bay  Times  —  Emails  to  John  Pricher, 
the  director  of  the  Citrus  County  Visitors  Bureau,  show  just  how  far  the 
story  spread  —  and  gives  a  glimpse  into  the  controversy’s  potential 
aftermath:  A  dip  in  tourism.  “(We)  were  looking  forward  to  visiting  your 
lovely  town  this  winter,”  wrote  Fred  Cardenas,  from  Los  Angeles,  on  Nov. 
5.  "However,  we  have  canceled  our  trip  because  we  cannot  fathom  a  county 
that  bans  a  newspaper  because  of  a  few  men  who  decide  what’s  true  or  not. 
If  I  was  a  resident  of  this  county,  I  would  be  outraged  and  I’m  a  Republican. 
Maybe  someday  we  will  visit.  I  really  (wanted)  to  see  the  manatees.”  The 
final  outcome  may  have  been  merely  a  formality  for  potential  tourists.  To 
them,  the  damage  was  already  done. 

“Money  raised  for  Citrus  County’s  New  York  Times  subscription  will 

go  back  to  donors”  via  Zachary  Sampson  of  the  Tampa  Bay  Times  — 
When  Citrus  County  commissioners  signaled  their  opposition  to  a  digital 
subscription  to  the  New  York  Times  for  local  library  cardholders,  some 
outraged  readers  responded  with  their  wallets.  Multiple  online  fundraisers 
sprung  up  to  foot  the  $2,700  bill  for  digital  access.  At  least  15  GoFundMe 
pages  raised  more  than  $7,000.  One  problem:  The  Citrus  library  system  says 
it  cannot  use  the  money  after  the  commissioners,  in  a  3-2  vote  Tuesday, 
rejected  signing  onto  the  digital  subscription  for  the  county’s  70,000  library 
cardholders.  “The  money  has  to  go  back  to  the  people  that  donated  it,”  said 
Sandy  Price,  the  chair  of  both  the  local  Friends  of  the  Library  and  the 
Library  Advisory  Board.  Most  of  the  GoFundMe  pages  had  been  taken 
down. 

“Correspondence  shows  .TEA  misled  public  on  conflict-of-interest 

issues”  via  Nate  Monroe  of  the  Florida  Times-union  —  Two  members  of  the 
negotiating  team  are  JEA  executives,  who  are  eligible  for  special  post¬ 
employment  contracts  that  entitle  them  to  months  of  pay  equivalent  to  their 
six-figure  salaries  —  an  arrangement  the  ethics  director  said  could  be 
problematic  because  they  could  financially  benefit  from  a  privatization  deal 
in  a  way  not  available  to  nonexecutive  employees.  After  the  ethics  director, 
Carla  Miller,  released  a  report  last  week  detailing  those  concerns  and 
indicating  the  negotiations  would  be  on  hold  until  a  definitive  answer  could 
be  sought  from  the  state  Ethics  Commission;  however,  JEA  disputed 
Miller’s  account.  This  is  not  the  only  or  the  first  time  JEA  has  —  to  put  it 
charitably  —  misled  the  public  on  critical  developments  around  the 
privatization  process. 

“Small  Florida  town  lands  massive  Amazon  center.  500-plus  jobs”  via 

the  NWF  Daily  News  —  Amazon  soon  will  have  an  extra-large  footprint  in 
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Aubumdale.  The  Seattle-based  corporation  was  long-rumored  to  be 
interested  in  a  nearly  1.1  million-square-foot  distribution  center  under 
development  by  Prologis  Inc.  on  C.  Fred  Jones  Boulevard,  south  of 
Interstate  4  near  the  State  Road  559  interchange.  Amazon  surfaced  as  the 
tenant  Wednesday  morning  in  a  company  news  release,  though  city  officials 
were  notified  several  months  earlier,  said  Amy  Palmer,  Auburndale’s 
community  development  director.  Amazon’s  Auburndale  fulfillment  center 
will  employ  more  than  500  full-time  workers  who  will  be  paid  a  starting 
hourly  wage  of  $15,  the  company  said  in  its  release. 


“Virus  of  corruption  is  infecting  public  service.  Zero  tolerance  is 
answer.”  via  Lawrence  Keefe  for  the  Pensacola  News  Journal  —  As  United 
States  Attorney  for  the  Northern  District  of  Florida,  I  am  proud  that  we  have 
made  it  one  of  our  highest  priorities  to  prevent,  pursue,  prosecute  and  punish 
public  corruption.  These  are  not  mere  words  but  instead  reflect  a  very  real, 
intensive  focus  on  rooting  out  those  who  violate  the  duty  associated  with 
holding  any  position  of  public  trust.  We  have  zero-tolerance  for  any  abuse 
—  and  we  will  be  relentless  in  our  commitment  to  bring  more  of  these  cases 
to  justice.  The  greatest  cost  of  such  corruption  is  the  potential  widespread 
loss  of  public  trust  in  our  governments  and  institutions.  Corruption  is  a 
dangerous  virus  that  threatens  to  infect  public  service  and  public  trust  in  it. 

“Tallahassee  says  it’s  serious  about  reducing  gun  violence.  Here’s  its 
chance.”  via  Steve  Bousquet  of  the  South  Florida  Sun-Sentinel  —  The  only 
time  the  GOP  majority  deviated  from  its  reliably  pro-gun  mindset  was  after 
Parkland  in  2018  when  thousands  of  young  people  rallied  and  demanded 
action  and  Tallahassee  was  under  intense  national  scrutiny.  Polls  at  the  time 
said  a  majority  of  Floridians  felt  the  changes  didn’t  go  far  enough.  Again 
this  session,  there  will  be  an  effort  to  repeal  those  modest  changes  (HB 
6003),  filed  by  Rep.  Mike  Hill.  The  good  news  here  is  that  Hill  has 
alienated  the  House  leadership  and  is  unable  to  attract  much  of  a  following 
for  any  of  his  ideas. 

“Delay  the  Nikolas  Cruz  trial  or  accept  his  plea”  via  the  South  Florida 
Sun-Sentinel  editorial  board  —  His  conviction  is  inevitable.  He  has  offered 
to  plead  guilty  if  the  state  will  waive  the  death  penalty.  But  State  Attorney 
Michael  Satz  insists  on  a  trial  because  he  wants  Cruz  sentenced  to  death.  Is 
such  a  trial  worth  it?  We  think  not.  Consider  the  victims  who  would  be 
required  to  testify.  There  are  84  present  or  former  students  among  the  435 
people  whom  the  state  has  named  as  major  witnesses.  Seventeen  of  those 
children  were  wounded  in  the  attack  that  killed  14  of  their  classmates  and 
three  teachers  at  Marjory  Stoneman  Douglas  High  School  in  February  2018. 
Defense  attorneys,  who  are  legally  and  ethically  required  to  interview  every 
potential  state  witness,  concede  the  process  is  painful. 

“It’s  not  how  we  pick  superintendents,  it’s  what  they  do  that  matters” 

via  Don  Gaetz  for  the  NWF  Daily  News  —  Last  year,  the  performance  of 
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Superintendent  Mary  Beth  Jackson  had  deteriorated  from  incompetent  to 
alarming  to  dangerous.  So  this  year,  the  school  board  is  asked  to  place  a 
referendum  for  an  appointed  superintendent  on  the  ballot.  The  advocates 
first  insisted  on  the  March  presidential  preference  primary  ballot.  If  the 
referendum  passes  in  March,  a  superintendent  won’t  be  elected  in 
November.  The  school  board  can  certainly  ask  voters  if  they  no  longer  want 
an  elected  superintendent.  But  it’s  a  big  decision.  The  issue  should  be 
debated  and  decided  by  the  largest  number  of  voters.  That’s  a  general 
election,  not  a  party  primary.  Appointed  superintendents  aren’t  political 
eunuchs,  and  appointing  instead  of  electing  doesn’t  bleach  the  politics  out  of 
education.

“Lobbying  compensation:  Ballard  Partners  still  at  the  top  with  $5 

million  in  Q3  pay”  via  Drew  Wilson  of  Florida  Politics  —  The  firm  took  in 
an  estimated  $2.7  million  lobbying  the  Legislature  and  another  $2.3  million 
lobbying  the  executive  branch.  The  $5  million  haul  is  based  on  median 
estimates.  At  the  top  end,  Ballard  Partners  could  have  earned  as  much  as 
$6.8  million.  At  a  minimum,  the  team  tallied  $3.65  million  in  receipts  from 
its  extensive  client  roster.  Those  figures  nearly  match  the  firm’s  second- 
quarter  rake,  despite  the  July  through  September  reporting  period  covering 
the  lull  between  the  2019  Legislative  Session  and  the  lead  up  to  the  2020 
Legislative  Session.  It  also  continues  Ballard’s  reign  as  the  top-earning 
lobbying  firm  in  Florida.  The  shop  founded  by  Brian  Ballard  has  taken  the 
No.  1  spot  for  all  three  quarters  of  2019. 

“Melissa  Stone’s  Cavalry  Strategies  to  offer  support  in  .TEA  messaging 

war”  via  AG  Gancarski  of  Florida  Politics  —  Former  Gov.  Scott  Chief  of 
Staff  Stone  is  coming  on  board  via  Cavalry  Strategies.  Cavalry  is  a 
subcontractor  for  Jacksonville  ad  agency  St.  Johns  and  Partners,  which  is 
charged  with  what  Stone  calls  a  “customer  and  public  education  campaign 
for  JEA.”  “Specifically,”  Stone  said,  “we  will  help  amplify  strategic 
messaging  opportunities  for  JEA  to  get  facts  and  information  to  the  public, 
so  their  customers  and  the  community  are  well-informed  about  JEA’s 
operations.  We  will  also  aid  in  developing  web  content  and  digital  media.” 
The  Cavalry  contract  comes  at  a  time  when  JEA  faces  narrative  challenges.

Thanksgiving,  state  biologists  warn  that  Florida  wild  turkeys  face  a  litany  of 
threats  and  uncertainties  in  coming  decades,  some  preventable,  others  not. 
What's  certain,  biologists  predict,  is  that  if  Florida's  development  patterns 
persist,  the  iconic  bird,  once  praised  by  Benjamin  Franklin  as  a  more

HB  1265  -  Verification  of  Employment  Eligibility 

I  filed  HB  1265  because  the  Rule  of  Law  matters  in  a  republic.  Until  the  federal 
government  gets  its  act  together  and  resolves  the  issues  that  allow,  even  encourage, 
illegal  immigration,  Florida  must  do  all  that  it  can  to  enforce  our  laws  to  protect  Floridians 
and  their  interests.

The  normal  functions  of  governance  are  being  by¬ 
passed  and  statutory  language  is  being  proposed  under  the  guise  of  revisions  to  the  Florida 
Constitution.  The  duly  elected  representatives  of  the  people  are  losing  their  ability  to 
effectively  govern  in  the  face  of  immediate  needs,  as  resource  allocation  and  directives  are 
being  mandated  in  the  state's  constitution  rather  than  legislated  by  statute.  The  conduct  of  the 
CRC  is  having  a  significant  impact  on  the  rights  of  citizens  to  govern  themselves  because  the 
protections  they  have  through  a  representative  form  of  government,  guaranteed  to  them  in  the 
U.S.  Constitution  (Art.  4,  Sec.  4,  U.S.  Const.),  are  being  violated  by  the  CRC.

Last  week,  we  discussed  Representative  Byrd's  voting  systems  bill.  Attached  is  the  language  you  requested. 
The  current  bill  would  expand  the  definition  of  an  "automated  tabulating  equipment"  to  include 
equipment  (such  as  ClearAudit)  not  currently  certified  as  part  of  a  voting  system.  Additionally,  the  bill 
would  allow  digital  images  of  ballots  to  be  recounted  and  will  provide  an  effective  date  upon  becoming 
law.

We  know  you  understand  that  expanding  the  use  of  this  system  could  change  election  results.  Currently, 
these  systems  serve  a  limited  audit  function  that  will  not  impact  election  outcomes. 

The  attached  language  does  three  things: 

•  It  bifurcates  "automatic  tabulating  equipment"  (part  of  a  voting  system)  and  a  "automated 

independent  audit  system"  (not  part  of  a  voting  system,  but  recognized  by  DOS  Rule  1S-5.026,  Fla. 
Admin.  Code). 

•  It  allows  the  use  of  an  automated  independent  audit  system,  such  as  ClearAudit,  to  be  used  in  a 

machine  or  manual  recount.  It  further  requires  that  if  the  digital  images  are  used  to  recount,  there 
must  be  some  manual  check  back  to  the  paper  for  accuracy.  The  draft  amendment  allows  the  DOS 
to  determine  what  the  reasonable  standard  should  be  for  such  a  check,  but  the  language  enforces 
the  State's  commitment  to  and  investment  in  the  importance  of  paper  ballots. 

•  Lastly,  the  language  would  provide  that  digital  images  shall  not  be  used  in  any  recount  before  July 

2021.  The  proponents  want  to  use  this  system  in  the  2020  elections.  We  think  that  is  too  soon.

This  law  penalizes  law  abiding  FL  gun  owners  with  the  age  restrictions 
for  gun  ownership  in  violation  of  the  2A  and  codified  a  dangerous  Risk 
Protection  Order/Red  Flag  Law  which  our  analysis  predicts  will  have 
many  consequences  whether  intended  or  not. 

The  RPOF  supported  Republican  Legislators  who  voted  in  favor  of  this 
bad  law.  As  a  result,  Florida  became  the  only  Red  State  in  the  country 
(along  with  1 5  blue  states)  to  impose  an  unconstitutional  Red  Flag  Law. 
For  reasons  that  follow  below,  we  request  you  co-sponsor  and  support 
Rep  Mike  Hill's  HB  6003  including  a  companion  Senate  Bill  which 
would  rescind  the  bad  parts  of  this  law. 

Note  that  we  are  strongly  in  favor  of  Sheriff  Judd's  Sentinel  Program  in 
SB  7026  strengthened  by  recently  passed  SB  7030  which  allows  trained 
school  officials  to  carry  firearms  and  augment  the  LE  or  Security 
Officer  on  campuses.  These  programs  are  the  best  defense  against  any 
future  school  shootings  not  the  RPO  or  the  age  restriction  on  purchase 
of  firearms.  In  the  interest  of  our  students,  we  urge  you  exercise  your 
influence  over  the  Polk  County  School  Board  and  Superintendent  to 
allow  SB  7030  provisions  to  take  place-  the  best  defense  against  bad 
people  with  guns  are  good  people  on  the  spot  with  guns  who  know  how 
to  use  them. 

Unfortunately,  it  appears  the  House  and  Senate  leadership  are  preparing 
to  compromise  even  more  with  the  left  on  gun  control  for  political 
exigency  purposes  (see  local  news  articles  at  first  3  attachments).  Our 
position  is  no  more  gun  control.  It  will  not  reduce  mass  shootings  by 
psychopathic,  sociopathic  or  radical  islamic  criminals  but  rather  already 
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have  and  will  increase  the  control  over  law  abiding  citizens  of  Florida. 
(See  4th  attachment). 

With  the  draconian  Risk  Protection  Order  codified  in  SB  7026,  you,  our 
supposedly  conservative  Republican  majority  government,  have  taken 
away  our  Due  Process  Rights  under  the  5th  and  14th  Amendments  as 
well  as  the  FI  Constitution  Sec  1 ,  Art  9  and  infringed  upon  our  2nd 
Amendment  rights  including  FL  Constitution  Sec  1,  Art  8.  You  have 
also  placed  in  danger  our  1  st  and  4th  Amendment  rights  and  FL 
Constitution  Sec  1  Art  12  rights.  The  RPO  allows  ex  parte  seizure  of 
firearms,  ammo,  permits,  etc.  before  a  hearing  for  the  respondent  which 
allows  the  possibility  of  being  triggered  by  false  accusations  and 
possible  less  than  thoroughly  investigated  information.  The  RFO 
reverses  the  legal  precedent  of  being  innocent  until  proven  guilty  since 
the  respondent  must  prove  they  are  not  a  threat  rather  the  the  court 
proving  they  are  in  the  "after  the  fact"  (after  seizure)  at  the  final  RPO 
hearing. 

The  fact  that  an  accuser  found  to  have  rendered  a  false  statement  can 
only  be  charged  with  a  misdemeanor  whereas  a  respondent  found  to 
possess  any  firearm  or  related  item  after  the  RFO  (including  one  firearm 
bullet)  can  be  charged  with  a  3rd  Degree  Felony  is  also  absurd  and 
unbalances  the  scales  of  justice. 

Judges  should  not  make  decisions  to  seize  property  and  put  law  abiding 
gun  owning  citizens  through  the  embarrassment,  personal  cost  to  hire  an 
attorney,  loss  of  the  means  to  defend  themselves  and  their  families  and 
bureaucratic  nightmare  of  being  placed  on  criminal  data  bases  all  based 
on  what  might  happen  in  the  future?  If  they  do,  then  the  premonition 
should  be  supported  with  beyond  reasonable  doubt  evidence.  Otherwise, 
the  2A  is  being  turned  from  a  right  to  being  a  privilege. 

The  RFO  process  is  vaguely  written  and  uses  an  ill  defined  legal 
standard  of  Clear  and  Convincing  Evidence  rather  than  Beyond 
Reasonable  Doubt.  Further  the  court  is  represented  by 
prosecution/attomey(s)  representing  Law  Enforcement  petitioners 
whereas  the  respondent  is  not  entitled  to  Public  Defense.  If  they  want 
(and  probably  should)  legal  representation,  the  respondent  must  hire  an 
attorney  without  reimbursement  compensation  should  their  case  be 
vacated. 

The  vague  language  of  the  RPO  is  open  to  varying  interpretations  by 
different  legal  jurisdictions,  Judges,  LE.  It  weakens  immunity  from 
trial/prosecution  rights  under  current  FL  Self  Defense  Law  including 
Stand  Your  Ground.  It  has  also  been  reported  to  us  by  reliable  sources 
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involved  in  the  RFO  process  that  where  large  numbers  of  RFOs  are 
being  issued  &  the  load  is  too  great  for  assigned  judges  to  review 
petitions  and  hold  hearings  the  assignment  can  go  to  duty  judges  with 
little  knowledge  of  the  procedures;  that  contract  lawyers  are  being  hired 
to  represent  LE  petitioners  with  an  incentive  for  pay  based  on  cases 
leading  to  issuing  of  Final  RPOs  and  that  at  least  one  Judge  assigned  to 
RPO  cases  was  replaced  by  that  Jurisdictions  Chief  Judge  because  of 
complaints  by  LE  petitioners  that  he  was  turning  down  too  many 
petitions  he  judged  to  not  be  clear  and  convincing.  This  all  stacks  the 
deck  against  the  respondent. 

Then  there  is  the  lack  of  specifics  in  the  RPO  process  as  to  the 
conditions  of  how  the  seized  property  of  the  respondent  is  to  be  handled, 
stored,  maintained  and  returned  nor  are  there  stipulations  within  what 
timeframe  to  return  property  should  the  ex  parte  RPO  or  final  RPO  be  or 
overturned  or  vacated.  The  timeframe  of  the  option  whereby  a 
respondent  can  transfer  property  to  be  held  by  a  3rd  party  is  also  not 
described  and  there  are  questions  about  the  strict  conditions  (such  as 
passing  a  background  check-can  a  CCW  permit  holder  be  the  person  to 
whom  property  transferred;  sworn  statement  that  they  will  not  allow 
respondent  access  during  RPO  etc)  It  appears  this  transfer  won't  happen 
before  the  seizure  but  afterwards/post  seizure  but  this  isn't  stipulated.  It 
should  be  conducted  before  seizure  so  as  to  preempt  the  need  for  LE  to 
take  possession,  store,  maintain  and  return  property  but  rather  this 
function  take  place  between  respondent  &  3rd  party  after  as  the  petition 
is  served  to  the  respondent  and  LE  conducts  inventory. 

We  leaders  of  the  395  member  Winter  Haven  912  Group  have  sent  our 
concerns  &  solutions  to  one  of  your  assistants  Ms.  Victoria  Grills  twice 
along  with  our  willingness  to  provide  more  information  but  to  date  have 
received  no  response. 

Furthermore,  we  are  concerned  these  violations  of  our  2nd,  5th  and  14th 
Amendment  rights  could  lead  to  other  violations  such  as  our  1  st 
Amendment  rights.  We  are  concerned  about  conflict  of  interest  based  on 
Republican  Senate  President  Bill  Galvano's  acceptance  for  his  PAC 
$500,000  from  gun  control  group  Everytown  USA.  It  has  also  been 
reported  ( 1  st  &  2nd  attachments)  that  Galvano  is  coordinating  with 
FDLE  to  identify  hate  groups  and  hate  speech  which  could  be  tied  into 
RPO  procedures.  What  will  be  the  criteria/sources  used  to  determine 
that  a  group  is  a  hate  group? 

There  are  leftist  groups  such  as  the  SPLC  who  have  falsely  classified 
most  conservative  groups  as  hate  groups.  Others  have  now  stated  the 
NRA  is  a  hate  group  and  all  members  of  the  NRA  are  racists.  These 
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types  of  action  run  the  risk  of  turning  certain  agencies  of  the  FL  govt 
into  "speech  police"  which  could  further  jeopardize  our  1st  and  2nd 
Amendment  rights. 

Yes,  Gov.  DeSantis,  who  we  Polk  Countians  helped  elect  is  doing  an 
excellent  job.  However,  our  analysis  of  what  has  happened  with  the 
Republican  supported  Risk  Protection  Order/Red  Flag  law,  the  age 
restriction  and  other  gun  control  being  considered  gives  us  great  doubts 
about  the  will  of  the  RPOF  and  Republicans  in  our  fL  Legislature  to 
protect  our  1  st  (freedom  of  speech),  2nd  (right  to  keep  and  bear  arms), 
4th  (protection  against  unreasonable  seizure),  5th  and  14th  (Due  Process 
&  presumption  of  innocence  until  proven  guilty)  amendment  rights. 

We  offer  you  four  additional  attachments  (among  many  more  on  subject 
of  Red  Flag  Laws  that  we  have  on  file)  regarding  the  ineffectiveness  and 
dangers  of  Red  Flag  Laws.  Please  pay  particular  attention  to  the  last  on 
(a  work  in  progress)  analyzing  the  22  pages  within  SB  7026  on  the  RPO 
process. 

For  the  reasons  discussed  above,  you  the  Constitutions  of  the  United 
States  and  of  Florida  as  well  as  the  law  abiding  gun  owners  of  Florida 
would  be  well  served  by  your  co-sponsoring  and  helping  pass  HB  6003 
and  a  companion  Senate  bill. 

As  Rush  Limbaugh  has  frequently  said,  "you  can't  compromise  with  the 
the  left  because  they  will  never  be  satisfied  and  will  only  come  back 
asking  for  more."  What  are  you  going  to  do  to  restore  our  confidence 
and  trust  that  you  respect  our  Constitutional  Rights  and  will  not 
compromise  them  away  with  the  leftist  Democrat  Socialists?

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Abstract 

Red  flag  laws  had  no  significant  effect  on  murder,  suicide,  the  number  of  people  killed  in  mass 
public  shootings,  robbery,  aggravated  assault,  or  burglary.  There  is  some  evidence  that  rape  rates 
rise.  These  laws  apparently  do  not  save  lives. 
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I.  Introduction 


By  the  end  of  2018,  thirteen  states  have  passed  Red  Flag  or  Extreme  Risk  Protech  on  Order 
(ERPO)  laws  winch  allow  police  or  family  members  or  those  living  in  the  same  residence  to  file 
a  petition  for  a  court  order  temporarily  seizing  the  firearms  of  persons  accused  to  be  a  danger  to 
themselves  or  others  (Devos  et  al.,  2018).  Using  the  most  recent  data,  we  investigate  the  effect  of 
Red  Flag  laws  on  murder,  suicide,  and  deaths  due  to  multiple  victim  public  shootings.  We  use 
murder  rather  than  firearm  homicide  and  suicide  rather  than  firearm  suicide  because  there  may 
be  substitution  and  homicide  includes  justified  homicides  and  homicides  committed  in  the  line  of 
duty  by  police  officers.  Four  of  these  states  implemented  this  policy  before  the  end  of  20 1 7: 
California  (2016),  Connecticut  (1999),  Indiana  (2005),  and  Washington  (2016).  We  will  study 
these  laws  being  in  effect  for  a  combined  total  of  36  years. 

The  basic  idea  is  that  some  individuals  who  pose  a  danger  to  themselves  and  others  and  that 
danger  is  magnified  by  the  presence  of  firearms.  Therefore,  any  policy  that  can  effectively 
remove  the  firearms,  if  only  temporarily,  from  such  individuals  could  save  lives  either  through 
tire  reduction  of  homicide  or  by  making  the  completion  of  a  suicide  attempt  more  difficult. 
However,  it  is  possible  that  these  laws  could  increase  homicide  or  suicide.  In  the  absence  of  a 
Red  Flag  law,  a  person  contemplating  homicide  or  suicide  might  speak  to  a  family  member  and, 
as  a  result,  be  dissuaded  from  that  course  of  action.  If  the  same  person  is  aware  of  the  existence 
of  a  Red  Flag  law,  then  he  or  she  may  well  not  approach  a  family  member  or  anyone  else  who 
might  initiate  an  ERPO.  The  result  could  be  that  such  individuals  go  on  to  kill  themselves  or 
others. 

These  laws  are  not  specifically  limited  to  people  who  are  mentally  ill,  as  there  are  already 
options  to  commit  those  posing  a  danger  to  themselves  or  others.  No  specific  guidelines  for 
identifying  people  are  given,  ERPO  are  meant  to  let  people  determine  on  their  own  whether 
someone  is  dangerous.  Discussions  before  the  Uniform  State  Law  Commission  indicate  that 
those  making  these  decisions  rely  on  a  variety  of  factors  in  predicting  future  behavior,  such  as  a 
history  of  violent  behavior,  gender,  and  age.  So  while  there  are  already  laws  that  ban  felons  or 
those  with  some  types  of  misdemeanors  from  owning  guns,  ERPOs  allow  people  to  take  into 
accoimt  arrests  that  didn’t  result  in  a  conviction  or  simply  complaints. 

While  mass  public  shootings  have  served  as  the  instigation  for  ERPO  laws,  this  is  the  first  panel 
analysis  that  looks  at  death  rates  from  mass  public  shootings  and  suicides  or  changes  in  violent 
crime  rates,  including  murder. 

II.  Results 


The  basic  model  is  a  fixed  effects  regression  model  for  all  50  states  and  DC  from  1970  to  2017 
in  which  the  natural  log  of  the  murder  and  suicide  rates  and  the  number  of  people  killed  in  mass 
public  shootings  are  the  dependent  variables  (suicide  is  available  only  up  to  2016,  mass 
shootings  are  available  from  1977).  We  use  a  standard  differenc e-in- differences  dummy  variable 
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model  as  well  as  a  spline  model  and  a  combination  dummy-spline  “hybrid”  model  to  determine 
the  effects  of  the  Red  Flag  law. 

Following  die  specifications  used  in  Moody  and  Marvell  (2010),  in  addition  to  lagged 
endogenous  variables,  the  initial  specifications  also  included:  Population  density,  Crack 
epidemic  measure.  Arrest  rate  for  violent  crime,  Prison  population  per  capita,  lagged  Executions, 
Truth  in  sentencing.  Real  income  per  capita.  Poverty  rate,  Unemployment  rate,  T otal 
employment.  Military  employment  per  capita.  Construction  employment  per  capita,  and 
demographics  (percent  of  the  population  that  is  black  and  age  distribution  by  five  year  age 
intervals  from  15  to  64  and  those  65  and  older).  The  gun  control  laws  accounted  for:  Three 
strikes.  Right  to  carry,  Castle  doctrine.  Stand  your  ground.  Use  a  gun  go  to  jail.  Waiting  period. 
Background  check,  private  sale  Background  check.  Safe  storage  law.  Juvenile  gun  ban.  One  gun 
per  month,  and  Saturday  night  special  bans. 

We  use  a  general -to-specific  modeling  approach  (Moody  and  Marvell  2010),  where  we  dropped 
all  variables  with  t-ratios  less  than  one  in  absolute  value  and  then  subjected  them  to  an  F-test  for 
joint  significance.  In  all  cases,  the  tests  we  did  were  not  significant  at  the  .05  level,  indicating 
that  we  were  justified  in  our  model  reductions.  The  full  estimates  with  all  the  variables  produced 
even  less  significant  results  for  the  Red  Flag  laws.  We  report  the  results  of  the  expanded  models, 
all  the  estimated  control  variables,  all  the  other  specifications  discussed  below  that  are  not 
reported  in  the  tables,  as  well  as  provide  the  data  in  the  robustness  section  of  the  online  appendix 
(https: //finyurl .  com/y6vnlj  wt) . 

The  results  with  respect  to  the  murder  rate  are  presented  in  Table  1  A.  The  coefficients,  standard 
errors  and  t-ratios  are  conventional,  but  the  p- values  for  the  policy  variables  are  generated  by  a 
placebo  law  exercise,  the  need  for  which  is  due  to  the  small  number  of  policy  changes.  Since 
there  are  only  four  states  that  have  adopted  Red  Flag  laws  in  our  sample  period,  the  standard 
errors  are  underestimated  (Conley  and  Tabor  2011).  In  our  placebo  law  exercise  we  replace  the 
four  “treated”  states  with  randomly  chosen  states  with  imaginary  placebo  laws  for  the  same  years 
as  the  laws  in  the  treated  states.  We  then  re-estimate  the  model.  We  repeat  this  1000  times  to 
generate  distributions  of  outcomes  centered  on  zero,  the  true  value  of  the  coefficients  on  tire 
policy  variables  for  those  states  that  did  not  adopt  a  Red  Flag  law.  From  these  distributions  (for 
which  we  know  that  the  null  hypothesis  of  no  effect  is  true)  we  can  find  the  number  of  times  the 
placebo  laws  generated  t-ratios  greater,  in  absolute  value,  than  the  t-ratios  generated  by  the  actual 
treated  states.  These  are  divided  by  1000  to  generate  the  p-values. 

Pemsal  of  Table  1  reveals  that,  despite  the  apparently  significant  t-statisfics,  the  laws  have  had 
no  significant  effect  on  either  murder  at  the  .05  significance  level  based  on  the  placebo  law  p- 
values.  In  fact,  none  of  the  policy  variables  are  significant  at  the  .10  level.1  In  addition,  if

spline  only  .132. 
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individual  state  trends  are  excluded,  the  results  are  not  statistically  significant  at  even  the 
traditional  levels. 

The  corresponding  results  for  suicide  are  presented  in  Table  IB.  Again,  the  apparently 
significant  policy  variables  turn  out  to  be  insignificant  when  using  the  placebo  law  p- values. 2 
The  coefficients  are  also  economically  very  small.  In  the  first  specification,  a  Red  Flag  law 
initially  increases  the  suicide  rate  by  0.02  percent,  and  that  effect  is  reduced  to  zero  by  the  fourth 
year  that  it  is  in  effect. 

The  results  with  respect  to  deaths  due  to  mass  public  shootings  are  shown  in  Table  2.  We  follow 
tire  traditional  FBI  definition  that  was  used  for  30  years  until  2013  of  four  or  more  people  killed 
in  a  public  place  that  did  not  involve  some  other  crime  such  as  gang  fights  or  robberies.  Since  the 
dependent  variable  is  the  number  of  people  killed,  we  used  the  fixed  effects  negative  binomial 
model.  We  followed  the  same  general  to  specific  modeling  approach  used  in  the  first  two  tables. 
Since  the  policy  variables  are  not  significant  in  these  results,  we  do  not  need  to  use  placebo  law 
p-values.  The  results  are  consistent  with  those  of  murder  and  suicide,  the  coefficients  on  the 
policy  variables  are  not  significantly  different  from  zero.  The  coefficients  imply  a  small  initial 
increase  in  deaths  from  mass  public  shootings  of  between  0. 1  and  0.2  per  year. 

Finally,  Table  3  investigates  the  impact  of  ERPO  laws  on  other  crime  rates  using  specifications 
that  correspond  to  those  shown  in  T able  1,  and  with  the  exception  of  one  specification  showing 
an  increase  in  rape  rates  (specification  2),  none  of  the  coefficients  are  statistically  significant  at 
tire  .05  level.  At  the  .  1 0  level,  the  first  specification  also  shows  an  increase  in  rape  rates.  In  both 
cases,  the  results  imply  about  a  four  percent  increase  in  rape  rates. 

We  conducted  a  number  of  robustness  checks.  Connecticut  increased  the  number  of  gun  seizures 
tenfold  in  2007  from  1 0  to  1 00  in  2007  and  over  700  by  20 13  (Swanson  et  al.  2016,  p.8). 
Consequently,  we  re-estimated  the  models  using  2007  as  the  implementation  date  for 
Connecticut.  The  results  were  unchanged.  We  also  estimated  models  for  murder  and  suicide 
using  pre-  and  post-law  dummy  variables,  one  for  each  two-year  period.  We  found,  for  both 
murder  and  suicide,  that  none  of  the  post-law  dummies  were  significantly  different  from  zero 
using  placebo  law  p-values.  Similarly,  there  was  no  significant  difference  between  the  means  of 
tire  pre-law  and  post-law  dummies. 

III.  Conclusion 

Red  flag  laws  had  no  significant  effect  on  murder,  suicide,  the  number  of  people  killed  in  mass 
public  shootings,  robbery,  aggravated  assault,  or  burglary.  There  is  some  evidence  that  rape  rates 
rise.  These  laws  apparently  do  not  save  lives.

enforcement  officers  to  obtain  a  court  order  temporarily  restricting  a 
person's  access  to  firearms  and  ammunition.  The  process  established  by  s. 
790.401,  Florida  Statutes,  is  intended  to  apply  only  to  situations  in  which 
the  person  poses  a  significant  danger  of  harming  himself  or  herself  or  others 
by  possessing  a  firearm  or  ammunition  and  to  include  standards  and  safeguards 
to  protect  the  rights  of  respondents  and  due  process  of  law.

(c)  "Risk  protection  order"  means  a  temporary  ex  parte  order  or  a  final  order 
granted  under  this  section. 

(2)  PETITION  FOR  A  RISK  PROTECTION  ORDER.— There  is  created  an  action  known  as 
a  petition  for  a  risk  protection  order. 

(a)  A  petition  for  a  risk  protection  order  may  be  filed  by  a  law  enforcement 
officer  or  law  enforcement  agency. 
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(b)  An  action  under  this  section  must  be  filed  in  the  county  where  the 
petitioner' s  law  enforcement  office  is  located  or  the  county  where  the 
respondent  resides. 


(c)  Such  petition  for  a  risk  protection  order  does  not  require  either  party  to 
be  represented  by  an  attorney.  Disingenuous  because  LE  petitioner  will  have 
agency  lawyer  present  to  cover  them  and  Judge  prone  to  support  LE  !

Allege  that  the  respondent  poses  a  significant  danger  of  causing  personal 
injury  to  himself  or  herself  or  others  by  having  a  firearm  or  any  ammunition 
in  his  or  her  custody  or  control  or  by  purchasing,  possessing,  or  receiving  a 
firearm  or  any  ammunition,  and  must  be  accompanied  by  an  affidavit  made  under 
oath  stating  the  specific  statements,  actions,  or  facts  that  give  rise  to  a 
reasonable  fear  of  significant  dangerous  acts  by  the  respondent; 


2 .  *Identify  the  quantities,  types,  and  locations  of  all  firearms  and 
ammunition  the  petitioner  believes  to  be  in  the  respondent' s  current 
ownership,  possession,  custody,  or  control;  *How  does  the  petitioner  know  the 
identity  of  all  this  property  before  seizure???? 


3.  Identify  whether  there  is  a  known  existing  protection  order  governing  the 
respondent  under  s.  741.30,  s.  784.046,  or  s.  784.0485  or  under  any  other 
applicable  statute. 


(f)  The  petitioner  must  make  a  good  faith  effort  to  provide  notice  to  a  family 


or  household  member  of  the  respondent  and  to  any  known  third  party  who  may  be 


at  risk  of  violence.  The  notice  must  state  that  the  petitioner  intends  to 
petition  the  court  for  a  risk  protection  order  or  has  already  done  so  and  must 
include  referrals  to  appropriate  resources,  including  mental  health, 
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domestic  violence,  and  counseling  resources.  The  petitioner  must  attest  in  the 
petition  to  having  provided  such  notice  or  must  attest  to  the  steps  that  will 
be  taken  to  provide  such  notice. 

(g)  The  petitioner  must  list  the  address  of  record  on  the  petition  as  being 
where  the  appropriate  law  enforcement  agency  is  located. 

(h)  A  court  or  a  public  agency  may  not  charge  fees  for  filing  or  for  service 
of  process  *to  a  petitioner  seeking  relief  under  this  section  and  must  provide 
the  necessary  number  of  certified  copies,  forms,  and  instructional  brochures 
free  of  charge.  *  Doesn't  exclude  court  fees  for  the  respondent  ? 

(i)  A  person  is  not  required  to  post  a  bond  to  obtain  relief  in  any  proceeding 
under  this  section.  Because  RPO  is  not  a  criminal  proceeding  ! 
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(j)  The  circuit  courts  of  this  state  have  jurisdiction  over  proceedings  under 
this  section. 

(3)  RISK  PROTECTION  ORDER  HEARINGS  AND  ISSUANCE. - 

(a)  Upon  receipt  of  a  petition,  the  *court  must  order  a  hearing  to  be  held  no 
later  than  14  days  after  the  date  of  the  order  and  must  issue  a  notice  of 
hearing  to  the  respondent  for  the  same.  This  is  not  Due  Process  -  in  most 
cases  except  for  strong  evidence  of  immenent  danger  the  hearing  should  come 
before  the  RPO  and  seizure  ! 


1.  The  clerk  of  the  court  shall  cause  a  copy  of  the  notice  of  hearing  and 
petition  to  be  forwarded  on  or  before  the  next  business  day  to  the  appropriate 
law  enforcement  agency  for  service  upon  the  respondent  as  provided  in 
subsection  (5) .

The 
court  must  receive  assurances  of  the  petitioner' s  identity  before  conducting  a 
telephonic  hearing.  *  How  could  a  fair  hearing  (where  respondent  has  lawyer 
and  witnesses,  other  evidence  on  his/her  behalf)  be  conducted  by  telephone  ?? 

(b)  Upon  notice  and  a  hearing  on  the  matter,  if  the  court  finds  by  *clear  and 
convincing  evidence  that  the  respondent  poses  a  significant  danger  of  causing 
personal  injury  to  himself  or  herself  or  others  by  having  in  his  or  her 
custody  or  control,  or  by  purchasing,  possessing,  or  receiving,  a  firearm  or 


any  ammunition,  the 

court  must  issue  a  risk  protection  order  for  a  period  that 

it  deems  appropriate 

r 

up  to  and  including  but  not  exceeding  12  months. 

*So  what  is  the  precedent  in  law  that  spells  out  clear  and  convincing 
evidence? 


(c)  In  determining  whether  grounds  for  a  risk  protection  order  exist,  the 


court  may  consider  any  relevant  evidence 

r 

including,  but  not  limited  to,  any 

of  the  following: 

1.  A  *recent  act  or  threat  of  violence  by  the  respondent  against  himself  or 
herself  or  others,  whether  or  not  such  violence  or  threat  of  violence  involves 
a  firearm.  What  about  Stand  your  Ground  or  Self  Defense  ???  Seems  to  negate 
the  laws  on  these  normally  immune  acts.  Couldn't  this  also  include  the 
petitioner/courts  definition  of  hate  speech  which  gets  into  the  area  of  the 
First  Amendment  rights  ??? 

2.  An  act  or  threat  of  violence  by  the  respondent  within  the  *  past  12  months, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  acts  or  threats  of  violence  by_the  respondent 
against  himself  or  herself  or  others.  *  This  timeframe  is  ridiculous  !!!  If 
the  violent  act  or  speech  is  that  long  ago  why  the  need  for  an  RPO  now  ??? 
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3.  Evidence  of  the  respondent  being  seriously  mentally  ill  or  having 
*recurring  mental  health  issues.  *  Could  this  be  tied  to  tens  of  thousands  of 
combat  veterans  who  have  VA  documented  Post  Traumatic  Syndrome  (PTSD)  but  who 
are  not  violent  or  harmful  to  themselves  and  others  ???  This  type  of  medical 
information  is  private  and  protected  by  Fed  Privacy  law. 

4.  A  violation  by  the  respondent  of  a  risk  protection  order  or  a  no  contact 
order  issued  under  s.  741.30,  s.  784.046,  or  s.  868  784.0485. 

5.  A  previous  or  existing  risk  protection  order  issued  against  the  respondent. 
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6.  A  violation  of  a  previous  or  existing  risk  protection  order  issued  against 
the  respondent. 

7.  Whether  the  respondent,  in  this  state  or  any  other  state,  has  been 
convicted  of,  had  adjudication  withheld  on,  or  pled  nolo  contendere  to  a  crime 
that  constitutes  domestic  violence  as  defined  in  s.  741.28.  877 

8.  Whether  the  respondent  has  used,  or  has  *threatened  to  use,  against  himself 
or  herself  or  others  any  weapons .  *  Weakens  stand  your  ground  &  self-defense 
laws.  RPOs  could  be  a  way  for  leftist  leaning  Judges  and/or  LE  to  weaponize 
the  RPO  to  cause  lose  of  reputation,  embarrassment,  loss  of  self  defense 
capabilities  &  personal  expense  to  those  who  have  been  given  immunity  from 
prosecution  in  an  incident  where  they  lawfully  used  a  firearm  or  other  weapon 
to  defend  themselves  and/or  others  or  in  cases  of  home  invasions,  etc. 

9.  The  unlawful  or  reckless  use,  display,  or  brandishing  of  a  firearm  by  the 
respondent.  Again  weakens  immunity  under  Stand  Your  Ground/Self  Defense  laws. 
Also,  I  believe  FL  law  allows  brandishing  firearm  as  a  warning  to  potential 
attacker  or  even  firing  a  warning  shot  -  where  does  this  fit  in  w  RPO???? 

What  about  unintentional  brandishing  e.g.  concealment  of  weapon  temporarily 
lost  ? 

10.  The  recurring  use  of,  or  threat  to  use,  physical  force  by  the  respondent 
against  another  person  or  the  respondent  stalking  another  person. 

Again  -  first  part  threat  to  use  physical  force  -  what  does  this  do  to  stand 
your  ground  law  ??? 

11.  Whether  the  respondent,  in  this  state  or  any  other  state,  has  been 
arrested  for,  convicted  of,  had  adjudication  withheld  on,  or  pled  nolo 
contendere  to  a  crime  involving  violence  or  a  threat  of  violence. 

12.  Corroborated  evidence  of  the  abuse  of  controlled  substances  or  alcohol  by 
the  respondent. 

13.  Evidence  of  *recent  acquisition  of  firearms  or  ammunition  by  the 
respondent.  *  This  alone  should  not  be  a  factor  -  must  be  combined  with  other 
factors  addressed. 

14.  Any  *relevant  information  from  family  and  household  members  concerning  the 
respondent.  What  if  it  is  a  he  said  she  said  situation?  Household  members 
don' t  always  get  along  -  what  role  does  temporary  anger  have  here? 
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15.  *Witness  testimony,  taken  while  the  witness  is  under  oath,  relating  to  the 
matter  before  the  court.  *  Who  swears  witnesses  under  oath  -  does  the 
petitioner/LE  officer  have  witnesses  swear  an  oath  or  make  sworn  statements  ? 
♦Sheriff  Judd  PCSO  says  it  takes  at  least  two  (2)  sworn  statements  or  sworn 
testimony  but  this  doesn't  specify  how  many  are  needed.  Too  vague  ! 

(d)  A  person,  including  an  officer  of  the  court,  who  offers  evidence  or 
recommendations  relating  to  the  cause  of  action  either  *  must  present  the 
evidence  or  recommendations  in  writing  to  the  court  with  copies  to  each  party 


and  his  or  her  attorney,  if  one  is  retained,  or 

must  present  the  evidence 

under  oath  at  a  hearing  at  which  all  parties  are 

present . 

♦Doesn' t  stipulate  that  the  evidence  related  to  cause  of  action  presented  in 
writing  to  the  court  has  to  be  sworn  statement (s) ? 
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(e)  In  a  hearing  under  this  section,  the  *rules  of  evidence  apply  to  the  same 
extent  as  in  a  domestic  violence  injunction  proceeding  under  s.  741.30. 

*  Why  -  domestic  violence  is  a  criminal  act  whereas  RPO  is  a  Civil  procedure 
so  why  do  the  rules  of  evidence  have  to  be  the  same?  Who  does  this  favor  - 
the  respondent  or  the  petitioner?? 

(f)  During  the  hearing,  the  court  must  consider  whether  a  mental  health 
evaluation  or  chemical  dependency  evaluation  is  appropriate  and,  if  such 
determination  is  made,  may  order  such  evaluations,  if  appropriate. 

Who  pays  for  these  evaluations  ?  Surely  not  the  respondent  ? 

(g)  A  risk  protection  order  must  include  all  of  the  following: 

1.  A  statement  of  the  grounds  supporting  the  issuance  of  the  order; 

2.  The  date  the  order  was  issued; 

3.  The  date  the  order  ends; 

4 .  Whether  a  mental  health  evaluation  or  chemical  dependency  evaluation  of  the 
respondent  is  required; 

5.  The  address  of  the  court  in  which  any  responsive  pleading  should  be  filed; 

6.  A  description  of  the  requirements  for  the  surrender  of  all  firearms  and 
ammunition  that  the  respondent  owns,  under  subsection  (7);  and 

7.  The  following  statement:  (Lines  923-938) 

"To  the  subject  of  this  protection  order:  This  order  will  last  until  the  date 
noted  above.  If  you  have  not  done  so  already,  *you  must  surrender  immediately 
to  the  (insert  name  of  local  law  enforcement  agency)  all  firearms  and 
ammunition  that  you  own  in  your  custody,  control,  or  possession  and  any 
license  to  carry  a  concealed  weapon  or  firearm  issued  to  you  under  s.  790.06, 
Florida  Statutes.  You  may  not  have  in  your  custody  or  control,  or  purchase, 
possess,  receive,  or  attempt  to  purchase  or  receive,  a  firearm  or  ammunition 
while  this  order  is  in  effect.  You  have  the  right  to  request  one  hearing  to 
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vacate  this  order,  starting  after  the  date  of  the  issuance  of  this  order,  and 

to  request  another  hearing  after  every  extension  of  the  order,  if  any.**  You 

may  seek  the  advice  of  an  attorney  as  to  any  matter  connected  with  this 
order. " 

*  There's  that  "surrender  immediately"  timeframe  which  doesn't  allow  for 
proper  inventory  of  all  property  bing  seized  nor  the  transfer  procedure  which 
the  law  allows  explained  in  Para  9  below. 

**  Disingenuos  because  legislator' s  who  wrote  this  know  damn  well  the 
respondent  will  need  to  retain  an  attorney  at  their  own  expense  in  most  cases 
if  they  hope  to  get  their  property  back  by  vacating  this  order  and  be  able  to 
defend  themselves  and  family  before  12  months  has  expired.

(h)  If  the  court  issues  a  *risk  protection  order,  the  court  must  inform  the 
respondent  that  he  or  she  is  entitled  to  request  a  hearing  to  vacate  the  order 
in  the  manner  provided  by  subsection  (6) .  The  court  shall  provide  the 
respondent  with  a  form  to  request  a  hearing  to  vacate. 

(i)  If  the  court  denies  the  petitioner's  request  for  a  risk  protection  order, 

the  *court  must  state  the  particular  reasons  for  the  denial. 

*  According  to  our  lobbyist  John  Hallman,  he  is  aware  of  a  situation  where  and 
♦♦Administrative  Judge  assigned  to  review  RPO  petitions  in  a  judicial  Circuit 
was  removed  by  the  Chief  Judge  of  the  circuit  from  RPO  cases  because  he 
denied/vacted  too  many  ex  parte  and/or  final  hearing  cases  about  which  LE 
complained  ..  This  could  be  a  common  occurrence  if  authority  over  the  judge (s) 
making  these  decisions  is  biased  in  favor  of  LE  and  against  respondents.

(4)  TEMPORARY  EX  PARTE  RISK  PROTECTION  ORDERS 


(a)  A  petitioner  may  request  that  a  temporary  *ex  parte  risk  protection  order 
be  issued  before  a  hearing  for  a  risk  protection  order,  without  notice  to  the 
respondent,  by  including  in  the  petition  detailed  allegations  based  on 
personal  knowledge  that  the  respondent  poses  a  significant  danger  of  causing 
personal  injury  to  himself  or  herself  or  others  in  the  near  future  by  having 
in  his  or  her  custody  or  control,  or  by  purchasing,  possessing,  or  receiving, 
a  firearm  or  ammunition.  *What  principle  of  law  is  being  applied  here  - 
certainly  not  Due  Process?  What  constitutes  personal  knowledge???  Could  be 
hearsay  and  a  seizure  order  based  on  Suspicion  or  the  LE  officer' s  judgement 
to  ere  on  the  side  of  caution.  This  is  not  Due  Process 

(b)  In  considering  whether  to  issue  a  temporary  ex  parte  risk  protection  order 
under  this  section,  the  court  shall  consider  all  relevant  evidence,  including 
the  evidence  described  in  paragraph  (3) (c) . 
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(c)  If  a  court  finds  there  is  *reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  the 
respondent  poses  a  significant  danger  of  causing  personal  injury  to  himself  or 
herself  or  others  in  the  near  future  by  having  in  his  or  her  custody  or 
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control,  or  by  4  purchasing,  possessing,  or  receiving,  a  firearm  or 
ammunition,  the  court  must  issue  a  temporary  ex  parte  risk  protection  order. 

*  How  is  easonable  cause  defined  -  could  this  be  based  on  a  reasonable 
suspicion?  Why  not  use  the  higher  standard  of  Probable  Cause  ???? 

The  difference  between  the  two  terms  is  that  Probable  Cause  means  there  is 
concrete  evidence  that  the  respondent  may  harm  himself  or  others  whereas 
reasonable  cause  is  open  to  much  broader  interpretation. 

(d)  The  court  *  must  hold  a  temporary  ex  parte  risk  protection  order  hearing 
in  person  or  by  telephone  on  the  day  the  petition  is  filed  or  on  the  business 
day  immediately  following  the  day  the  petition  is  filed. 

*  Yes  and  without  the  respondent  being  present  or  participating  which  is  not 
Due  Process.  How  can  sworn  testimony  be  given  over  the  phone?  Does  this  allow 
for  the  respondent  to  transfer  firearms,  ammo,  permit  to  a  3rd  party  who  has 
already  had  a  background  check  by  virtue  of  having  a  FL  CC  Permit  and  who  is 
willing  to  make  a  sworn  statement  in  compliance  with  Para  9  on  page  42  below 

(e)  A  temporary  ex  parte  risk  protection  order  must  include  all  of  the 

following : 

1.  A  statement  of  the  grounds  asserted  for  the  order; 

2.  The  date  the  order  was  issued; 

3.  The  address  of  the  court  in  which  any  responsive  pleading  may  be  filed; 

4 .  The  date  and  time  of  the  scheduled  hearing; 

5.  A  description  of  the  requirements  for  the  surrender  of  all  firearms  and 
ammunition  that  the  respondent  owns,  under  subsection  (7);  and 

6.  The  following  statement: 

"To  the  subject  of  this  protection  order:  This  order  is  valid  until  the  date 
noted  above.  You  are  required  to  surrender  all  firearms  and  ammunition  that 
you  own  in  your  custody,  control,  or  possession.  You  may  not  have  in  your 
custody  or  control,  or 
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purchase,  possess,  receive,  or  attempt  to  purchase  or  receive,  a  firearm  or 
ammunition  while  this  order  is  in  effect.  *You  must  surrender  immediately  to 
the  (insert  name  of  local  law  enforcement  agency)  all  firearms  and  ammunition 
in  your  custody,  control,  or  possession  and  any  license  to  carry  a  concealed 
weapon  or  firearm  issued  to  you  under  s.  790.06,  Florida  Statutes.  A  hearing 
will  be  held  on  the  date  and  at  the  time  noted  above  to  determine  if  a  risk 
protection  order  should  be  issued.  Failure  to  appear  at  that  hearing  may 
result  in  a  court  issuing  an  order  against  you  which  is  valid  for  1  year.  You 
may  seek  the  advice  of  an  attorney  as  to  any  matter  connected  with  this 
order."  *  This  statement  is  undeniable  proof  that  Due  Process  has  not  been 
inacted  because  it  orders  surrender  of  property  before  a  hearing  is  conducted 
Again,  it  is  disingenuous  in  the  use  of  "You  may  seek  the  advice  of  an 
attorney"  when  earlier  state  attorneys  not  required. 

(f)  A  temporary  ex  parte  risk  protection  order  ends  upon  the  hearing  on  the 

risk  protection  order. 

(g)  A  temporary  ex  parte  risk  protection  order  must  be  served  by  a  law 
enforcement  officer  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for  in  subsection  (5)  for 
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service  of  the  notice  of  hearing  and  petition  and  must  be  served  concurrently 
with  the  notice  of  hearing  and  petition. 


(h)  If  the  court  denies  the  petitioner' s  request  for  a  temporary  ex  parte 
risk  protection  order,  the  court*must  state  the  particular  reasons  for  the 
denial .  Lots  of  pressure  on  Judges  to  not  vacate  the  order  and  to  support  LE 
in  his/her  jurisdiction. 

(5)  SERVICE . 

(a)  The  clerk  of  the  court  shall  furnish  a  copy  of  the  notice  of  hearing, 
petition,  and  temporary  ex  parte  risk  protection  order  or  risk  protection 
order,  as  applicable,  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county  where  the  respondent 
resides  or  can  be  found,  who  shall  serve  it  upon  the  respondent  as  soon 
thereafter 
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as  possible  *  on  any  day  of  the  week  and  at  any  time  of  the  day  or  night.  When 
requested  by  the  sheriff,  the  clerk  of  the  court  may  transmit  a  facsimile  copy 
of  a  temporary  ex  parte  risk  protection  order  or  a  risk  protection  order  that 
has  been  certified  by  the  clerk  of  the  court,  and  this  facsimile  copy  may  be 
served  in  the  same  manner  as  a  certified  copy.  Upon  receiving  a  facsimile 
copy,  the  sheriff  must  verify  receipt  with  the  sender  before  attempting  to 
serve  it  upon  the  respondent.  The  clerk  of  the  court  shall  be  responsible  for 
furnishing  to  the  sheriff  information  on  the  respondent's  physical 
description  and  location.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  law  to  the 
contrary,  the  chief  judge  of  each  circuit,  in  consultation  with  the 
appropriate  sheriff,  may  authorize  a  law  enforcement  agency  within  the 
jurisdiction  to  effect  service.  A  law  enforcement  agency  effecting  service 
pursuant  to  this  section  shall  use  service  and  verification  procedures 
consistent  with  those  of  the  sheriff.**  Service  under  this  section  takes 
precedence  over  the  similar  emergency  nature . 

*  Even  though  a  RPO  is  a  civil  procedure  it  seems  it  is  being  serviced  & 
served  like  a  criminal  procedure  (raid) .  Disregarding  the  dangers  of  serving 
such  an  order  "on  any  day  of  the  week  and  at  any  time  of  the  day  or  night" 
seems  unnecessarily  risky  to  a  respondent  with  no  criminal  record  who  being 
served  in  the  middle  of  the  night  may  not  know  the  person (s)  at  their  door  are 
LE  and  go  to  the  door  armed  -  this  is  why  3  innocent  persons  have  already  died 
in  Red  Flag  "raids"  in  other  states.  **  What  the  hell  does  this  mean??? 


(b)  All  orders  issued,  changed,  continued,  extended,  or  vacated  after  the 


original  service  of  documents  specified  in  paragraph  (a)  must  be  certified 
the  clerk  of  the  court  and  delivered  to  the  parties  at  the  time  of  the  entr\ 
of  the  order.  The  parties  may  acknowledge  receipt  of  such  order  in  writing  on 
the  face  of  the  original  order.  If  a  party  fails  or  refuses  to  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  a  certified  copy  of  an  order,  the  clerk  shall  note  on  the  original 
order  that  service  was  effected.  If  delivery  at  the  hearing  is  not  possible, 
the  clerk  shall  mail  certified  copies  of  the  order  to  the  parties  at  last 
known  address  of  each  party.  Service  by  mail  is  complete  upon  mailing.  When 
an  order  is  served  pursuant  to  this  subsection,  the  clerk  shall  prepare  a 
written  certification  to  be  placed  in  the  court  file  specifying  the  time, 
date,  and  method  of  service  and  shall  notify  the  sheriff. 
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(6)  TERMINATION  AND  EXTENSION  OF  ORDERS 

(a)  The  *respondent  may  submit  one  written  request  for  a  hearing  to  vacate  a 
risk  protection  order  issued  under  this  section,  starting  after  the  date  of 
the  issuance  of  the  order,  and  may  request  another  hearing  after  every 
extension  of  the  order,  if  any.  *I'm  assuming  this  refers  to  a  hearing  after 
the  initial  Final  Order  hearing  when  respondent  is  asking  for  the  RPO  to  be 
vacated  so  he  can  take  possession  of  his  seized  guns,  ammo,  permit.  Who  does 
this  request  go  to  -  LE,  the  Clerk  of  Court,  the  Judge/Court? 

1.  Upon  receipt  of  the  request  for  a  hearing  to  vacate  a  risk  protection 
order,  the  court  shall  set  a  date  for  a  hearing.  Notice  of  the  request  must  be 


served  on  the  petitioner  in 

accordance  with  subsection 

(5)  . 

The  hearing  must 

occur  no  sooner  than  14  days 

and  no  later  than  30  days 

after 

the  date  of 

service  of  the  request  upon 

the  petitioner. 

2 .  The  respondent  shall  have  the  burden  of  proving  by  *  clear  and  convincing 
evidence  that  the  respondent  does  not  pose  a  significant  danger  of  causing 
personal  injury  to  himself  or  herself  or  others  by  having  in  his  or  her  custody 
or  control,  purchasing,  possessing,  or  receiving  a  firearm  or  ammunition.  The 
court  may  consider  any  relevant  evidence,  including  evidence  of  the 
considerations  listed  in  paragraph  (3)  (c)  .  According  to  the  Supreme  Court 

in  Colorado  v.  New  Mexico,  467  U.S.  310  (1984),  "clear  and  convincing" 
means  that  the  evidence  is  highly  and  substantially  more  likely  to  be  true 
than  untrue;  the  court  must  be  convinced  that  this  contention  is  highly 
probable.  This  is  a  more  rigorous  standard  to  meet  than  the  preponderance 
of  the  evidence  standard  -  Again  this  is  reverse  justice  in  that  the 
respondent  must  prove  they  aren' t  a  threat  rather  the  the  Petitioner  & 
Petitioner's  lawyer  proving  respondent  is  still  a  threat.  This  in  not 
innocent  until  proven  guilty  and  is  not  fair  to  the  respondent. 

3.  If  the  court  finds  after  the  hearing  that  the  respondent  has  met  his  or  her 

burden  of  proof,  the  court  must  vacate  the  order.  Clearly  shows  that  the  onus 
is  on  the  respondent  to  prove  their  case  and  not  on  the  govt  -  this  is 
backward  and  not  Due  Process. 

4.  The  law  enforcement  agency  holding  any  firearm  or  ammunition  or  license  to 
carry  a  concealed  weapon  or  firearm  that  has  been  surrendered  pursuant  to  this 
section  shall  be  notified  of  the  court  order  to  vacate  the  risk  protection 
order . 
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(b)  The  court  must  notify  the  petitioner  of  the  impending  end  of  a  risk 
protection  order.  Notice  must  be  received  by  the  petitioner  at  least  30  days 
before  the  date  the  order  ends. 

(c)  The  petitioner  may,  by  motion,  request  an  extension  of  a  risk  protection 
order  at  any  time  within  30  days  before  the  end  of  the  order. 
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1 .  Upon  receipt  of  the  motion  to  extend,  the  court  shall  order  that  a  hearing 
be  held  no  later  than  14  days  after  the  date  the  order  is  issued  and  shall 
schedule  such  hearing. 

a.  The  court  *may  schedule  a  hearing  by  telephone  in  the  manner  provided  by 
subparagraph  (3)  (a) 3.  *How  can  the  respondent  prove  to  Judge  that  clear  and 
convincing  evidence  exists  to  vacate  the  RPO.  This  can't  be  fair  to  the 
respondent  who  may  have  a  lawyer  to  represent  and  witnesses  for  his/her  case. 

b.  The  respondent  must  be  personally  serviced  in  the  same  manner  provided  by 
subsection  (5) . 

2.  In  determining  whether  to  extend  a  risk  protection  order  issued  under  this 
section,  the  court  may  consider  all  relevant  evidence,  including  evidence  of 
the  considerations  listed  in  paragraph  (3) (c) . 

3.  If  the  court  finds  by  clear  and  convincing  evidence  that  the  requirements 


for  issuance  of  a  risk  protection  order  as 

provided  in  subsection  (3)  continue 

to  be  met,  the  court  must  extend  the  order. 

However,  if,  after  notice,  the 

motion  for  extension  is  uncontested  and  no  modification  of  the  order  is 
sought,  the  order  may  be  extended  on  the  basis  of  a  motion  or  affidavit 
stating  that  there  has  been  no  material  change  in  relevant  circumstances  since 
entry  of  the  order  and  stating  the  reason  for  the  requested  extension. 


4 .  The  court  may  *extend  a  risk  protection  order  for  a  period  that  it  deems 
appropriate,  up  to  and  including  but  not  exceeding  12  months,  subject  to  an 
order  to  vacate  as  provided  in  paragraph  (a)  or  to  another  extension  order  by 
the  court.  *  This  allows  extending  the  RPO  to  2  years  +  time  between  ex  parte 
seizure  &  first  hearing  -  long  time  for  respondent  and  family  to  be  without 
personal  protection  against  crime. 
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(7)  SURRENDER  OF  FIREARMS  AND  AMMUNITION. 


(a)  Upon  issuance  of  a  risk  protection  order  under  this  section,  including  a

This  section  doesn' t  even  refer  to  the  procedure  by  which  the  respondent  can 
turn  over  his  firearms,  ammo,  permit  to  a  3d  party  provided  they  pass 
background  check  which  I'm  assuming  if  the  3rd  party  has  a  CWP  that  this  would 
suffice  for  background  check  &  make  a  sworn  statement  that  respondent  will  not 
have  access  to  them  while  under  RPO  process.  This  is  not  discussed  until  Para 
9  but  should  be  discussed  right  after  this  paragraph  and  make  it  clear  the 
transfer  can  take  place  before  the  property  is  taken  to  wherever  LE  would 
store  the  property  and  that  the  verbage  immediately  won' t  interfere  with  this 
process .

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(c)  At  the  time  of  surrender,  a  law  enforcement  officer  taking  possession  of 


any  firearm  or  ammunition  owned  by  the  respondent,  or  a  license  to  carry  a 
concealed  weapon  or  firearm  issued  under  s.  790.06,  held  by  the  respondent 

shall  *issue  a  receipt  identifying  all  firearms  and  the  quantity  and  type  of 
ammunition  that  have  been  surrendered,  and  any  license  surrendered  and  shall 
provide  a  copy  of  the  receipt  to  the  respondent.  Within  72  hours  after  service 
of  the  order,  the  law  enforcement  officer  serving  the  order  shall  file  the 
original  receipt  with  the  court  and  shall  ensure  that  his  or  her  law 
enforcement  agency  retains  a  copy  of  the  receipt.  *Provides  no  details  about 
receipt  process  -  should  be  full  description  by  brand,  caliber,  model  and 
serial  #  and  should  also  address  condition.  No  provisions  anywhere  in  this 
section  on  RPOs  about  firearms,  ammo  being  properly  stored,  maintained  and 
given  back  in  same  condition  as  found  by  LE  once  RPO  vacated  nor  how 
respondent  is  supposed  to  receive  them  from  LE.  No  provisions  for  damaged 
property  either. 


(d)  Notwithstanding  ss.  933.02  and  933.18,  *upon  the  sworn  statement  or 
testimony  of  any  person  alleging  that  the  respondent  has  failed  to  comply  with 
the  surrender  of  firearms  or  ammunition  owned  by  the  respondent,  as  required 
by  an  order  issued  under  this  section,  the  court  shall  determine  whether 


probable 

cause 

exists  to  believe  that  the  respondent  has  failed  to  surrender 
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all  firearms  or  ammunition  owned  by  the  respondent  in  the  respondent' s 
custody,  control,  or  possession.  If  the  court  finds  that  probable  cause 

exists,  the  court  must  issue  a  warrant  describing  the  firearms  or  ammunition 
owned  by  the  respondent  and  authorizing  a  search  of  the  locations  where  the 
firearms  or  ammunition  owned  by  the  respondent  are  reasonably  believed  to  be 
found  and  the  seizure  of  any  firearms  or  ammunition  owned  by  the  respondent 
discovered  pursuant  to  such  search.  *  What  if  the  sworn  statement  or  testimony 
is/are  false  -  all  the  person (s)  making  the  accuasations  might  get  is  a 
misdemeanor  charge  whereas  the  respondent  will  be  charged  with  a  3rd  degree 
felony  if  only  1  wayward  bullet  that  rolled  under  some  furniture  is  found.  At 
this  point  a  civil  procedure  is  turned  into  a  criminal  procedure  for  the 
respondent . 
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(e)  If  a  person  other  than  the  respondent  claims  title  to  any  firearms  or 
ammunition  surrendered  pursuant  to  this  section  and  he  or  she  is  determined  by 
the  law  enforcement  agency  to  be  the  lawful  owner  of  the  firearm  or 
ammunition,  the  firearm  or  ammunition  shall  be  returned  to  him  or  her,  if: 

1.  *The  lawful  owner  agrees  to  store  the  firearm  or  ammunition  in  a  manner 
such  that  the  respondent  does  not  have  access  to  or  control  of  the  firearm  or 
ammunition.  *So  in  the  likely  event  that  the  respondent's  spouse  legally  owns 
firearm (s) ,  ammo  and  has  a  CW  permit  for  self  defense  what  is  she/he  supposed 
to  do  -  how  will  she/he  keep  weapon  in  home  or  vehicle  in  such  a  manner  that 
the  respondent  couldn' t  have  access  and  she/he  would  have  ready  access  in  case 
of  a  home  invasion  or  other  scenario  requiring  a  weapon  for  defense?  This  RPO 
process  penalizes  every  law  abiding  gun  owner  in  the  family. 

2.  The  firearm  or  ammunition  is  not  otherwise  unlawfully  possessed  by  the 
owner . 

(f)  Upon  the  issuance  of  a  risk  protection  order,  the  court  shall  *order  a  new 
hearing  date  and  require  the  respondent  to  appear  no  later  than  3  business 
days  after  the  issuance  of  the  order.  The  court  shall  require  proof  that  the 
respondent  has  surrendered  any  firearms  or  ammunition  owned  by  the  respondent 
in  the  respondent's  custody,  control,  or  possession.  The  court  may  cancel  the 
hearing  upon  a  satisfactory  showing  that  the  respondent  is  in  compliance  with 
the  order.  *  Confusing  -  a  new  hearing  date  for  what  wi thing  3  business  days. 
Hearing  after  ex  parte  RPO  is  within  14  days.  Does  this  pertain  to  hearing 
requested  by  respondent  to  vacate  RPO  or  by  petitioner  to  extend  an  RPO  ??? 

(g)  All  law  enforcement  agencies  must  develop  policies  and  procedures 
regarding  the  acceptance,  storage,  and  return  of  firearms,  ammunition,  or 
licenses  required  to  be  surrendered  under  this  section.  This  should  have  been 
described  in  detail  by  Legislature  -  leaving  this  to  each  LE  authority  will 
result  in  many  different  procedures  from  bad  to  worse  in  terms  of  quality 
control  and  will  undoubtedly  be  a  bureaucratic  nightmare  for  respondents . 

Again  nothing  about  condition  in  which  respondents  property  should  be 
returned.  No  allowance  or  recourse  if  respondents  property  is  lost  or  damaged 
-  this  is  wrong  ! 

(8)  RETURN  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  FIREARMS  AND  AMMUNITION. 
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(a)  If  a  risk  protection  order  is  vacated  or  ends  without  extension,  a  law 
enforcement  agency  holding  a  firearm  or  any  ammunition  owned  by  the 
respondent  or  a  license  to  carry  a  concealed  weapon  or  firearm  issued  under  s. 
790.06,  held  by  the  respondent,  that  has  been  surrendered  or  seized  pursuant 


to  this  section  :

(b)  If  a  risk  protection  order  is  vacated  or  ends  without  extension,  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  Consumer  Services,  if  it  has  suspended  a  license 
to  carry  a  concealed  weapon  or  firearm  pursuant  to  this  section,  must 

reinstate  such  license  only  after  confirming  that  the  respondent  is  currently 
eligible  to  have  a  license  to  carry  a  concealed  weapon  or  firearm  pursuant  to 
s.  790.06. 

(c)  A  law  enforcement  agency  must  *provide  notice  to  any  family  or  household 
members  of  the  respondent  before  the  return  of  any  surrendered  firearm  and 
ammunition  owned  by  the  respondent.  *  Why  -  this  is  plainly  harassment 

(d)  Any  firearm  and  ammunition  surrendered  by  a  respondent  pursuant  to 
subsection  (7)  which  remains  unclaimed  for  1  year  by  the  lawful  owner  after 
an  order  to  vacate  the  risk  protection  order  shall  be  disposed  of  in 
accordance  with  the  law  enforcement  agency' s  policies  and  procedures  for  the 
disposal  of  firearms  in  police  custody.

TRANSFER 

OF  FIREARMS  AND  AMMUNITION. 

*A  respondent  may  elect  to  transfer

(a)  ^Currently  is  eligible  to  own  or  possess  a  firearm  and  ammunition  under

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(b)  Attests  to  storing  the  firearms  and  ammunition  in  a  manner  such  that  the 
respondent  does  not  have  access  to  or  control  of  the  firearms  and  ammunition 
until  the  risk  protection  order  against  the  respondent  is  vacated  or  ends 
without  extension;  and 

(c)  Attests  not  to  transfer  the  firearms  or  ammunition  back  to  the  respondent 
until  the  risk  protection  order  against  the  respondent  is  vacated  or  ends 
without  extension. 

(10)  REPORTING  OF  ORDERS 

(a)  Within  24  hours  after  issuance,  the  clerk  of  the  court  shall  enter  any 
risk  protection  order  or  temporary  ex  parte  risk  protection  order  issued 
under  this  section  into  the  uniform  case  reporting  system. 

(b)  Within  24  hours  after  issuance,  the  clerk  of  the  court  shall  forward  a 
copy  of  an  order  issued  under  this  section  to  the  appropriate  law  enforcement 
agency  specified  in  the  order.  Upon  receipt  of  the  copy  of  the  order,  the 

*law  enforcement  agency  shall  enter  the  order  into  the  Florida  Crime 
Information  Center  and  National  Crime  Information  Center 

*  This  is  ridiculous  since  the  RPO  is  a  Civil  Procedure  yet  the  respondent  is 
being  entered  into  a  criminal  data  base  system  at  both  state  and  national 
level.  Then  there  is  the  nightmare  scenario  that  it  becomes  difficult  to  be 
taken  off  these  lists  once  weapons,  ammo,  permit  rights  are  restored.  This  is 
overreach  and  should  be  eliminated.

(c)  The  issuing  court  shall,  within  3  business  days  after  issuance  of  a  risk 
protection  order  or  temporary  ex  parte  risk  protection  order,  forward  all 
available  identifying  information  concerning  the  respondent,  along  with  the 
date  of  order  issuance,  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Consumer 
Services.  Upon  receipt  of  the  information,  the  department  shall  determine  if 
the  respondent  has  a  license  to  carry  a  concealed  weapon  or  firearm.  If  the 
respondent  does  have  a  license  to  carry  a  concealed  weapon  or  firearm,  the 


department  must  immediately  suspend  the  license. 


(d)  If  a  risk  protection  order  is  vacated  before  its  end  date,  the  clerk  of 
the  court  shall,  on  the  day  of  the  order  to  vacate,  forward  a  copy  of  the 
order  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Consumer  Services  and  the 
appropriate  law  enforcement  agency  specified  in  the  order  to  vacate.

(a)  *A  person  who  makes  a  false  statement,  which  he  or  she  does  not  believe  to 
be  true,  under  oath  in  a  hearing  under  this  section  in  regard  to  any  material 
matter  commits  a  felony  of  the  third  degree,  punishable  as  provided  in  s. 

77  5  . 082,  s.  775.083,  1278  or  s.  775.084.  1279 

*Only  addresses  respondent  -  what  about  accusers  -  why,  if  they  give  false 
statements,  testimony  aren't  they  committing  a  felony  of  3rd  degree  rather 
than  just  a  misdemeanor??? 
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(b)  A  person  who  has  in  his  or  her  custody  or  control  a  firearm  or  any 
ammunition  or  who  purchases,  possesses,  or  receives  a  firearm  or  any 
ammunition  with  knowledge  that  he  or  she  is  prohibited  from  doing  so  by  an 
order  issued  under  this  section  commits  a  felony  of  the  third  degree, 
punishable  as  provided  in  s.  775.082,  s.  775.083,  or  s.  775.084. 

(12)  LAW  ENFORCEMENT  RETAINS  OTHER  AUTHORITY. 


—This  section  does 

not  affect  the  ability  of  a  law 

enforcement  officer  to 

remove  a  firearm  or 

ammunition  or  license  to  carry 

a  concealed  weapon  or 

concealed  firearm  from  any  person  or  to  conduct  any  search  and  seizure  for 
firearms  or  ammunition  pursuant  to  other  lawful  authority.

(13)  LIABILITY . —Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (8)  or  subsection  (11),  this 
section  *does  not  impose  criminal  or  civil  liability  on  any  person  or  entity 
for  acts  or  omissions  related  to  obtaining  a  risk  protection  order  or 
temporary  ex  parte  risk  protection  order,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
providing  notice  to  the  petitioner,  a  family  or  household  member  of  the 
respondent,  and  any  known  third  party  who  may  be  at  risk  of  violence  or 
failure  to  provide  such  notice,  or  reporting,  declining  to  report, 
investigating,  declining  to  investigate,  filing,  or  declining  to  file,  a 
petition  under  this  section.  *So  this  means  everyone  involved  in  obtaining  a 
risk  protection  order  is  immune  from  any  liability  related  to  their  acts  (even 
if  false  or  wrong)  or  omissions  (even  if  deliberate)  related  to  RPO  and  its 
negative  impact  on  the  respondent. 

(14)  INSTRUCTIONAL  AND  INFORMATIONAL  MATERIAL. - 


(a)  The  Office  of  the  State  Courts  Administrator  shall  develop  and  prepare

1.  The  instructions  must  be  *designed  to  assist  petitioners  in  completing  the 


petition  and  must  include  a  sample  of  a  standard  petition  and  order  for 
protection  forms .  *What  about  also  designed  to  prevent  accusers  from  making 
false  claims  about  a  respondent  or  to  inform  respondent  about  his/her  rights, 
etc  ?? 


2 .  The  instructions  and  standard  petition  must  include  a  means  for  the 
petitioner  to  identify,  *  with  only  layman's  knowledge,  the  firearms  or 
ammunition  the  respondent  may  own,  possess,  receive,  or  have  in  his  or  her 
custody  or  control.  The  instructions  must  provide  *pictures  of  types  of 
firearms  and  ammunition  that  the  petitioner  may  choose  from  to  identify  the 
relevant  firearms  or  ammunition,  or  must  provide  an  equivalent  means  to  allow 
petitioners  to  identify  firearms  or  ammunition  without  requiring  specific  or 
technical  knowledge  regarding  the  firearms  or  ammunition.  *  Does  this  mean 
they  are  looking  to  identify  "military  style"  weapons  which  we  know  are  not 
assault  weapons  but  simply  semi-auto  and  black??  Why  not  just  write  down

At  the  Governor’s  direction,  Secretary  Lee  is  currently  working 
with  all  67  county  Supervisors  of  Elections  on  a  Joint  Election  Security  Initiative  that  will 
identify  any  weaknesses  or  vulnerabilities  in  Florida’s  elections  infrastructure.  Additionally, 
Governor  DeSantis  supported  the  redistribution  of  more  than  $2.3  million  in  election  security 
grants  to  Supervisors  of  Elections. 

Today’s  announcement  follows  Governor  DeSantis’  directive  to  initiate  a  review  of  elections 
systems  security  and  cybersecurity  throughout  the  state  in  order  to  ensure  Florida’s  elections 
infrastructure  at  the  state  and  local  level  is  protected.  The  DOS  and  Florida’s  67  County 
Supervisors  of  Elections  are  also  engaged  in  a  cooperative  cybersecurity  initiative  ahead  of  the 
2020  election. 
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Additionally,  Governor  DeSantis  recently  supported  the  redistribution  of  $2.3  million  in 
unexpended  funds  to  Supervisors  of  Elections  to  support  their  continued  efforts  to  enhance 
election  security.  This  was  is  in  addition  to  the  $2.8  million  appropriated  by  the  Florida 
Legislature  for  the  upcoming  fiscal  year.  In  total,  the  state  provided  $5.1  million  for  elections 
cybersecurity  as  we  head  into  2020 
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
